President McKinley and Party Leave 
Washington October 10. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Sept. 26—A special 
to the Bee from Washington says that 
Senator Thurston, accompanied by W. 
N. Babcock, transportation manager of 
the exposition, interviewed President 
McKinley relative to his transportation 
to Omaha. The President said: “Every 
road between Chicago and Omaha has 
tendered the use of its line, ’and I am 
profoundly grateful for their courtesy. 
I am, however, at the disposition of the 
exposition and shall go as the commis- 
sion may arrange.” 

Secretaries Gage, Smith, Bliss and 
Wilson, with their wives, will accom- 
pany the President, as will Gen. Miles 
and Commodore Philip of the Texas and 
Assistant Postmaster-General Heath. 
The President will leave Washington 
October 10, arriving at Chicago Tues- 
day at 11 a.m., via the Pennsylvania. 
Without stop-over, he will take the 
Burlington for Omaha, making a day- 
light run through Illinois and a portion 
of Iowa. 

After the Omaha visit, the President 
will go to Denver, returning via Omaha 
and the Northwestern road to Chicago, 
to attend the peace jubilee exercises in 
that city October 18. 


PEACE PEOPLE. 


Warm for the Czar’s Project, but 
Against Military Expansion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Sept. 26.—The board of di- 
rectors of the American Peace Society 
today adopted resolutions approving the 
Czar’s disarmament circular; express- 
ing appreciation of President McKin- 
ley’s prompt indorsement of the Cgar’s 
project, and declaring the time is op- 
portune for the reopening of negotia- 
tions for a permanent treaty of arbitra- 
tion between the United States and 
Great Britain, and urging the President 
to proceed in the matter at the earliest 
practicable moment. 

It was voted unanimously to send to 
President McKinley a protest against 
any permanent enlargement of the 
army or navy of the United States, ex- 
cept what may be absolutely necessary 
for police purposes.

PacilicRailway Creditors 
Fortunate, 


Thirty-five Per Cent. of Approved 
Claims Allowed. 


Circuit Court at Chicago Makes 
the Order. 


Payment Made Possible by Prompt 
Response of the Stockholders to 
Judge Tuley’s Action Regarding 
Los Angeles Cable Road Stock. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THY TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The creditors of the Pacific 
Railway Company, which has _ long 
been hopelessly imsolvent, were today 
made the recipients of a _ dividend 
amounting to 35 per cent. of approved 
claims aggregating $700,000. The divi- 
dend was declared on order of Judge 
Haney of the Circuit Court, to whom 
claims were presented by Attorneys 
Walker amd Eddy, representing the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, re- 
ceiver of the insolvent railroad. 

This payment of claims was made 
possible by the prompt manner in 
which the stockholders of the company 
have obeyed the order of Judge Tuley, 
who last July, at an extended hearing 
of the case, assessed the indebtedness 
of -¢he various stockholders, due 
through the Los Amgeles Cable Rail- 
way stock for paper of the Pacific 
Railway Company, successor of the 
cable company. Within thirty days 
from the entrance of the mandate by 
Judge Tuley, the stockholders had paid 
to the receiver $877,000.

They included alleged extracts ‘rom 
the lecture, in which the chaplain is 
made to say that Admiral Sampson 
reported himself within four miles of 
the Spanish ship Cristobal Colon, when 
she struck her colors in crder that he 
might participate in the prize money, 
though he had nothing to do with the 
battle. He was also alleged to have 
said that when the Oregon went into 
the fight it met the lowa, commanded 
by “Fighting Bob” Evans, goingz to 
the rear, where he stayed till the bat- 
tle was over. He was also charged 
with saying that the Oregon was the 
only battleship that was honestly built. 

Earl Cranston of Denver, as attorney 

for the prisoner, moved that 


charges be quashed upon the ground 
that the remarks were not of a scan- 
dalous character, and only such as were 
used frequently in the public press and 
by the people generally. He held that 
the statements charged could not have 
affected the discipline of the navy. He 
also argued there was no denial of the 
alleged statements; no charge of ma- 
licious intent, and that the charges of 
fraud in the building of vessels was 
against contractors and not against 
the naval department. 

Judge-Advocate Laucheimer replied 
briefly, and the court denied the motion 
to quash. 

The prisoner then entered a plea of 
not guilty and the court adjourned un- 
til tomorrow. 


‘FRANCE IS A FRIEND. 


FILIPINOS RECEIVE A PROMISE OF 
RECOGNITION. 


Negotiations to That End are Now 
Proceeding at Hongkong—Three 
French Warships There—Ofiicial 
Report on Fever.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The com- 
mission selected by the President to 
investigate the conduct of the War 
Departenent held its first formal ses- 
sion today with all the members pres- 
ent. The meeting was in the room 
of the fortification and ordnance board 
of the department, but it was found to 
be toa small for the purpose of the 
board, amd it was announced that fu- 
ture meetings would be held im apart- 
ments secured in the Lemon building 
on New York avenue. Today’s meet- 
ing was strictly secret, no newspaper 
represemtatives or others not conmected 
with the board being admitted. 
= After a meeting of tavo hours’ dure- 
tion, adjournment was taken until 10 
o'clock tomorrow... The proceedings 
were limited to an outline of a general 
policy amd the formulation of letters 
of inquiry which will be made public 
tomorrow. 

The letters decided upom ere to be 
addressed to the Secretary of War, the 
Quartermaster-General, the Commis. 
sary-General, the Surgeon-General 
and the chief of the ordmance depart- 
ment of the army. They will consist 
in the main of inquiries intending tu 
bring out all the facts that can be 
given relative to the organization of 
the volumteer army. These officials 
will be asked to give specific informa- 
tion so as ta cover each of the depart- 
ments in question, comcerning the con- 
dition of the army, both at the begin- 
ning and the close of the war. For 
this purpose a date im April has been 
selected as the one for the beginning 
of the preparation and another in Au- 
gust for the close. The questions are 
so formulated as to call out answers 
covering the organization of cacnps, 
the purchase of supplies, and the tak- 
ing of contents with transportation 
companies, and also to show the meth- 
ods adopted for furnishing supplies to 
the various commands and for pro- 
tecting the health of the soldiers. There 
will be an especial effort to develop 
the motives that actuated the depart- 
ment in the choice of camp sites, es 
there have been charges of favoritism. 
to railroad companies. 

The cornmmission also considered sev- 
eral letters of complaint from persons 
professing to have information bear- 
ing upon the subject of investigation, 
and decided to address replies to the 
writers, requiring them to put their 
charges in specific shape and inform- 
ing them of the scope of the inquiry. 
It is intended if the replies received 
to these letters show. the writers to be 
im possession of real information, ta 
summon theen before the commission, 
when it is feasible to do so, otherwise 
to secure their affidavits. When, howe 
ever, it becomes evident that their ace 
cusations are mere idle complaints 
with mo information back of them, the 
writers avill not receive further atten. 
tion. 

The commission also expects to exe 
tend its inqury before it closes its 
work, to the extent of summoning bee 
fore it the commanding officers of the 
various divisions and brigades an@ © 
probably colonels of the regiments from 
which complaints have eminated. They 
will be expected to give full informa- 
tion as to the pains they may have’ 
taken or failed to take concerning the 
location of their troops and their gen. 
eral welfare. 

The commission decided to hold two, 
sessions daily, one from 10 a.m. to 12:80 
p.m., and the other from 2 to 4 p.m. 

Dr. P. S. Conner sat with the com-. 
mission today. He arrived from his 
home in Cincinnati early in the day and@ 
called on the President for a brief in- 
terview before joining his fellow-mem- 
bers in the War Department. The 
President expressed his appreciation of 
the doctor’s acceptance of the position 
and outlined briefly his wishes in the 
matter of the investigation. Dr. Con. 
ner secured a leave of absence for two 
or three days, in order to go to Cin- 
cinnati, to put his affairs in shape to 
be absent as long as the work of the 
commission may require.

Angoncillo was asked what would be 
the attitude of the Filipinos and the 
provisional government, if the out- 
come of the peace negotiations should 
be that the islands should pass into 
the hands of the United States, either 
for temporary or permanent control.

CUBAN RIGHTS. 


Things They. Claim Which are 


not Rights. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.} 

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Frederick 
Coudert was asked last night for his 
opinion as to the soundness of the con- 
tention of the Spanish Commission at 
Havana, that Spain is at this time the 
absolute sovereign in Cuba, and that 
the powers of the American and Span- 
ish commissions are limited solely to 
evacuation. 

Mr. Coudert was also asked if he 
believed Spain was legally entitled to 
the possession of the ashes of Christo- 
pher ‘Columbus, the Spaniards assert- 
‘ing. that the ashes come under the 
classification of “personal property,” 
‘Which, under the terms of the proto- 
col, igs exempt from seizure by the 
United States. 

Mr. Coudert said: “It is illogical to 
claim Spain has absolute power and 
control, over Cuba. To make such a 
(claim as this is to disregard the sur- 
render of Santiago, the destruction of 
Spain’s fleet, the surrender of Gen. 
Toral, and all those events which ac- 
company the surrender of part of 
‘Cuba. Spain is bound to surrender the 
other part of Cuba, of which Havana 
is the citadel, at some time not yet 
fixed. Her rights, such as they are, 
depend upon the terms of the protocol 
and on reasonable constructions to be 
placed under the rules of international 
daw, upon her undertaking to withdraw 
at a date still to be fixed. 

“Upon. the construction of this pro- 
tocol and these rules depend other 
} questions. namely, the right to the re- 
mains of Christopher Columbus. I 
know of nothing which will prevent 
the Spanish from exercising a pious 


j’duty to the most illustrious man Spain 


has ever produced. There is not, in 
Jégal contemplation, at least, any mone 
tary value to be attached to the great- 
ly-distinguished remains, although, as 
curiosities and relics, they would 
probably produce a high price at auc- 
tion, but even then, if the vague rules 
,Of international law admitted as a 
valid feature of the case that much 
value could be placed on such relics, it 
could not affect the claim of Spain, 
for she might then claim that the 
ashes of the distinguished discoverer 
were personal property, and that she 
had a right to remove them to her soil.

Cubans Will Act in Harmony 


With Us. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—A dispatch to 
the Press from Washington says that 
a statement was given out today by 
Gen. Nunez, the Cuban commander, re- 
futing the story that the Cubans were 
in league with the Spaniards and 
against the Americans.

“To attempt to prohibit the American 
people from exercising an influence in 
the affairs of Cuba would be foolish 
and suicidal for Cubans.

then should her citizens not accept. the 
advice and aid of a republic in organ- 
izing and reconstructing her goveérn- 
ment? We have been dominated by 
Spanish influence for 400 years, but 
now we want to be American in our 
ideas, customs and forms of govern- 
ment. In addition to that there is cap- 
ital in America. Spain has none, and 
what Cubans want at this time is cap- 
ital to develop our resources, 

‘In my opinion the destiny of Cuba 
is plainly outlined; and it would be 
foolish to attempt to separate us from 
America. The Congress of the United 
States has an august and democratic 
spirit, and is also for absolute. lib- 
erty. Protected in the enjoyment of 
this right, it is our duty to go about 
organizing a government without Joss 
of time, without quarreling, and in the 
same spirit and manner which has in- 
spired us always to fight for our inde- 
pendence.” 

The radical autonomists Deputies in 
the colonial House of Representatives 
of Cuba Have signed the following doc- 
ument, a copy of which has been for- 
warded to Washington: 

“Resolved, that we submit ourselves 
without reserve to the events which 
are being consummated in the rélin- 
quishment of Spain’s authority and 
jurisdiction over the island of Cuba, 
accepting them as final, and swearing 
alleziance to the new political status; 
to defend within the limits of that 
status the absolute independence of ihe 
island of Cuba, and to fosterand encour- 
age all movements which may have for 
their purpose the reéstablishment of 
friendly relations between Cubans and 
Spaniards. 

“To recommend to all autonomists 
the cordial indo-sement of our plat- 
form, and that they should take an 
active part in the politics of the island, 
but without attempting or pretending 
to exercise a controlling influence. or 
power in the management of political 
affairs, which logically and justly be- 
long to those who have always been 
the consistent supporters of the inde- 
pendence, but that we will be ready 
and willing at all times, when we may 
be called upon, to serve the interests 
of Americans as best we can.”

The receivership is said to have been 
forced by the company’s inability to 
close on loans made in 1888 and 1889 
om western boom-town property, most 
of which is said to have been in 
Omaha, and which has proven a loss. 
The firm also carried heavy loans on 
western farm property, a although 
this is said to have proven profitable, 
the losses on city property are said to 
have dragged the assets to a depth 
where a receivership became necessary. 
J. & Gilbert, secretary and assistant 
mamager,'has had charge of the local 
headquarters of the camp for several 
years.<, The company is composed 
mostly of New York, Philadelphia and 
Des Moines men, with the home office 
of the company at Des Moines, though 
the main office is in New York city.

CLEARED FOR ACTION, 
THE GERMAN FLEET AT MARI- 
VELES SAILED IN THAT SHAPE 


To Manila — They Went to Force 
Dewey to Retract His Determ!- 
nation to Search Vessels—A Se. 
rious Conflict Between the Two 
Squadrons Narrowly Avoided, | 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A remarkable story has 
been made public jn Berlin, according 
to advices to the morning press, show- 
ing ‘that beyond all question the 
trouble betweén the German and 
American fleéts last summer at Manila 
had reached a stage where a wholesale 
naval engagement was imminent. So 
critical was the situation that’ the 
Kaiserin Augusta received orders to 
sail with full speed from her station 
at Mariveles, in company with two 
other German warships, and enter 
Manila with decks cleared for action 
and with everything prepared for a 
fight with the American squadron un- 
der Dewey. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten  pub- 
lishes a letter in support of the story, 
written by an officer on the cruiser 
Kaiserin Augusta, to his brother in 
Germany. The letter is dated at 
Mariveles, June 18, and says, among 
other things; 

“We are just sailing from Mariveles 
for Manila (three hours of steaming,) 
and we are sailing with the ship 
cleared for action. The Princess Wil- 
helm and Kormoran are with us. The 
Kaisér. with Admiral Board, lies in 
front of Manila. The American ad- 
miral has notified our admiral that 
he would send an American officer 
aboard every incoming vessel, mer- 
chant or warship, to examine it. You 
can imagine the answer Admiral 
Diederichs gave him. TheaYankee de- 
clared he would do.it, anyway. So we 
have received. orders to run in, cleared 
for action. and we are due there in 
about three hours. ‘Perhaps the Au- 
gusta will get her baptism of fire; 
there is only one regret—that we have 
mainly new men in our crew. I hope 
to conclude this letter today. -Till then, 
in God’s hand I am ready for any- 
thing. So I will close temporarily.” 

In the postscript the German officer 
added that the affair had ended in 
nothing, but the Kaiserin Augusta 
“ran in with loaded guns and war- 
heads in our torpedoes, upper decks 
stripped of ventilators, and all other 
impediments, and with boats hauled in 
and nested. We ran _ slowly (eight 
nautical knots an hour,) in -order to 
give the Americans a chance. But 
after we had passed them we went 
with full. steam ahead to the flag- 
ship. All burned with eagerness to 
xo into fire with, the Augusta, for she 
should be a splendid ship in a fight 
with her speed, and her five torpedo 
tubes. Well, when.red warheads were 
screwed on the yellow torpedoes I felt 
excited. Well, the admiral probably 
realized it; at any rate it was a moral 
defeat for the Americans, and we 
might be proud of it.”

In that 
case he is entitled to travel-pay only 
from the point where his regiment 
was stationed, to the place of enlist- 
ment.

THE OURTAIN FALLS ON FANNY 
DAVENPORT’S LIFE. 


One of America’s Grentest Actressen 
Dies at Her Summer Home at 
Duxbury, Mass.—She Had Played 
Many Successful Parts, but Was 
Most Succesful in Emotional 
Ones—Her Life Reviewed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGUT REPORT 
DUXBURY (Mass.,) Sept. 26.—Fanny 
Davenport (Mrs. Melbourne MéDowell) 
died at her summer home, Melbourne 
Hall, at 10:30 o'clock tonight of en- 
largement of the heart. 


Sketch of Her Life. 


Fanny Lily Gipsy Davenport was 
born in London, Eng., April 10, 1850, 
while her parents, Edward Loomis and 
Fanny Elizabeth (Vining) Davenport, 
were on a professional tour. She was 
educated.in the public schools of Bos- 


; ton, and made her first appearance as 


a child in “Metamora” at the Howard 
Atheneum in that city. 

She spoke her first lines upon the 
Stage of Burton’s Theater in New York 
City on February 23, 1857. when less 
than 7 years old, but her formal debut 
as €@n adult actress was made at 
Niblo’s Theater just five years later, 
playing King of Spain in “Faint Heart 
Never Won,Fair Lady.” She sare and 
danced in the production of the “Black 
Crook,”’ and made a most pleasing im- 
pression by reason_of her youth, beauty 
and abounding spirits. She was next 
the soubrette in a strong stock com- 
pany at the Arch-street theater in 
Philadelphia, where she soon became 
popular. 

In 1869 she became lieading lady in 
Augustin Daly’s stock company at the 
Fifth-avenue Theater in New York 
City, and under this able manager suc- 


cessfully laid the foundation of an en- 


during reputation. The list of parts 
in which she was seen during this pe- 
riod of her professional career was a 
long and varied one, commencing with 
Lady Gay Spanker in “London Assur- 
ance,”” and including the leading fe- 
male roles in “She Stoops to Conquer,” 
“Maids es They Are and Wives as 
They Were,” ‘‘The Good-natured Man,” 
“Caste,” “Surf,” “Old Heads and 
Young Hearts,” ‘“‘The Belle’s Strata- 
gem,” “Play,” “Diamonds,” ‘Merry 
Wives of Windsor,” “Article 47,” “Fer- 
nanda,”’ and “‘Divorce.” 

Miss Davenport's first distinctive tri- 
umph was made as Mable Renfrew in 
“Pique” at the new Fifth-avenue Thea- 
She began 
her career as a star in this place 


| shortly afterward at Booth’s Theater 


in New York City. 

During the next five years she made 
her annual tours of the country, being 
seen in “Macbeth,” “As. You Like It,” 


“Lady of Lyons,” “Oliver ist,”’ 
“Charity,” “Camille,” “Masks and 
Faces” and ‘“‘Frou-Frou.” Her imper- 


sonation of Nancy Sykes was a superb 
bit of realistic acting that made a 
deep impression when firet seen, and 
will be long remembered. 

Miss Davenport visited England in 
1882 and played a successful London 
engagement, opening’ at Toole’s Thea- 
ter September 9%, 1882. While abroad 
she visited the French dramatist, Sar- 
dou, and purchased of him the Amert- 
can rights for the strong and impres- 
sive play of “Fedora.” She produced 
this at the Fourteenth-street ‘Theater 
in New York City on October 1, 1883, 
her impersonation of the title role be- 
ing a masterly piece of acting, and the 
of the production being imme- 
diate and pronounced. 

The production of “Fedora” empha- 
sized the fact’ Which her former labors 
had made.clear, that Miss Davenport 
was entitled to take nlace with the 
foremost of living American actresses, 
and during the followire five years 
the play Was seen by delighted audi- 


‘| ences in all parts of the country. 


On March 3, 1888, at the Broadway 
Theater, New York City. Miss Daven- 
port came forward in “La Tosca,” a 
play also written by Sardou. “La 
Tosca” is a gloomy but virile and pro- 
foundly impressive play, and in it the 
actress repeated the success of “‘Fe- 
dora.”” “La Tosca’ was given succesrs- 
fully on=tour for two seasons, and then 
Miss Davenport was seen during the 


~season of 1890-91 in a magnificent pro- 


duction of Sardou’s “Cleopatra,”’ open- 
ing in New York City: and appearing 
in it in Boston, Philadelohia and Chi- 
cago. 

Miss Davenport’s tours. as a star 
were always exceedingly profitable. As 
an actress she possessed great versa- 
tility. Few failures are to be recorded 
against her, while in many of the roles 
which. she created. she stood without 
a rival in emotional powers of the first 
order. Born to the stage, she was a)- 
ways.a constant, conscientious and 
tireless worker, and as a result her 
advancement in the command of the 
resources and method< of her art was 
constant and unretarded. 

Miss Daverrort was married twice. 
On July 30, 1879, she married Edwin 
H. Price, an actor. Her second hus- 
band, Melbourne McDowell, a hand- 
seme end earnest actor. was always 


prominently identified with all of his 
wife’s successes. Miss Davenport 
owned a pleasant country place near 
Canton, Pa., where she resided when 
not professionally engaged.

COULD NUT DECIDE. 


FREEHOLDERS WRESTLE WITH AN 
UNSETTLED PROBLEM, 


The Namber of Wards and Council. 
men Provoke Much Discussion, 
but No Solution is Reached—The 
Board of Public Works a Bar to 
Settlement. 


The board of freeholders met last 
night to-«consider the question of ward 
boundaries, but before proceeding io 
the regular business several minor 
amendments to sections relating to 
the legislative department were 
adopted. Judge Variel offered an 
amendment to the civil-service report, 
providing in effect that each member 
of the police and fire department, at 
the time the charter goes into effect, 
who has been in his respective depart- 
ment rot less than five years and bears 
a good moral character, and furnishes 
a certificate to that effect, shall not 
be required to pass the physical exami- 
nation required by the civil-service 
rules of all new applicants. Some doubt 
being expressed as to the advisability 
of incorporating such a provision, the 
amendment was ordered mimeographed 
and will be considered tonight. 

The subject of ward boundaries was 
then taken up, but as the board wres- 
tled with the subject until after il 
o’clock without deciding definitely as 
to the number of wards into which the 
city should be divided, the boundaries 
could not be touched. upon. 

Judge Variel favored nine wards, and 
one Councilman from each ward. Mr. 
Newmark wanted the city divided into 
nine wards, one Councilman from each 
ward and 
making fifteen councilmen in all. 

Councilman C. H. Toll, who had been 
invited to express his views on the 
subject, spoke against the proposition 
of electing Councilmen at large. He 
thought it would give the undersirable 
element a chance to influence the se- 
lection of Councilmen.in wards now 
comparatively free from ‘their influence. 
If there were two Councilmen from 
one ward their constituents might in- 
fluence one against the other, and the 
effect would be detrimental to efficient 
government. Local conditions, said 
Mr. Toll, are in favor of the ward 
system. He also favored the Board of 
Public Works system; that three men 
should be paid sufficient to attend to all 
details, the balance of the Council 
attending to legislative matters. 

Mr. O’Melveny’s plan was to elect 
nine Councilmen at large, and have no 
ward boundaries at all; he thought that 
would freeze out the lawless element 
entirely, and prevent them from secur- 
ing a representative in the city gov- 
ernment. 

‘Mr. Hazard’s preference was for an 
upper and a lower house of the Coun~- 
cil, but, falling that, six Councfimen 
from wards and five at large, a Board 
of Public Works to be selected from its 
entire number. 

After the matter had been discussed 
from every point of view, motions, 
amendments and substitutes weré of- 
fered, and voted upon until the ques- 
tion finally resolved itself into nine 
wards and one Councilman from each.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


SUPERINTENDENT FOSHAY SAYS A 
NEW HIGH SCHOOL IS NEEDED. 


Report of the Teachers’ Committee 
Starts a Bit of Breeze That 
Blowa Over—Leaves of Absence

FIRST POINT OF LAW SCORED FOR 
THE VETERANS. 


City Appeals from the Order Ap- 
pointing a Receiver for the 
Water Company — Kern 
County Mining Deal. 


The regular session of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday was jdevoted almost 
wholly to the transaction of rou‘*ine 
business, of which there was quite an 
accumulation. Street work, some of 
it of great importance to property owu- 
ers generally, took up most of the time 
of *he two sessions. 

There was mo meeting betaveen the 
City Council and ike representatives 
of the various” electrical companies 
yesterday because nome of the compa- 
nies appeared. The ordinance oxtend- 
ing the time for the completion of the 
underground conduits was therefore 
not adopted and the time limit on the 
present extension will have expired by 
the next mee‘ing of the Council. 

Permits for the shipment of the 
bodies of eleven dead Chinese to China 
were issued yesterday by the Health 
Department, the fee for each permit 
being $10. 

The Police Comeissioners will today 
take fimal action on the rules governing 
“he department. 

Fimal arrangements for the transfer 
of the city bonds to the New York 
firm which secured them, will be made 
today by City Treasurer Hartwell. 

The suit instituted by Abbot Kin- 
ney against Coun*ty Clerk Newlin and 
five veterams of the Soldier’s Home 
came up before Judge Allen yesterday, 
on the motion of defendants’ counse] to 
have the remaining 1704 old soldier in- 
«nates of the Home, against whom the 
suit was levelled, and whom it ii- 
rectly affected, made parties defendant 
to the suit. On what may be termed 
an axiom of law that every man is en- 
titled to his-day in court, it was con- 
tended that it was manifestly unfair 
that these veterams should be disfran- 
chised without their having the oppor- 
tunity afforded of showing individually 
that they had the right to the fran- 
chise. The motion was granted, the 
court giving plaintiff the choice of 
making all the veterans parties to the 
suit, or eliminating all their names 
from the complaint and comfining the 
action to the County Clerk amd five 
veterans, one being selected fromm each 
of the five precincts into which Sol- 
diers’ Home is divided. Counsel for 
plaintiff selected the latter mode -of 
procedure, and obtained permission to 
amend the complaint. On Friday the 
matter will again come up on the de- 
murrer filed yesterday, and which it 
was stipulated stood as a response to 
the amended complaint. | 
The McMenomy burglary case has 
‘gerved to bring to the front again a 
provision of the code under. which the 
defendant is saved from all punish- 
ment for a second offense. He pleaded 
guilty to the first charge and got a 
ten-year’s isentence, but it has been 
discovered that it is useless to try him 
for the second offense, as any sentence 
he might receive would run concur- 
rently with the first, and consequently 
would be virtually no sentence at all.

THE CITY COUNCIL 


{AT THH 


MUCH ROUTINE BUSINESS DISPOSED 
OF IN TWO SESSIONS. 


Electrical Companies Fail to Meet 
the Council—What the Police 
Commission” Will Do—Deporta. 
tion of Dead Chinamen — The 
Bond Deal. 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council yesterday was devoted almost 
exclusively to the transaction of rou- 
tine business. There was nothing 
about either session which caused any 
debate other than that of explanation, 
and there was not a vote taken in 
which there was a division of senti- 
ment among the members. 

At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion the Health Officer reported as fol- 
lows on a protest against the exist- 
ence of a soap factory in a semi-resi- 
dence district: 

“In reference to the petition of H. 
Scott and others, I respectfully report 
that the soap factory referred to 
therein has grown from a small be- 
ginning by repeated additions, and in 
the past the storing of hides, and, nv 
doubt, at times rancid and partially- 
decomposed grease, has been handled 
in such a manner that the residents in 
the vicinity have been very patient in 
tolerating the foul odors arising there- 
from, but in the reconstruction of the 
factory, if proper appliances for con- 
suming the gases and odors are sup- 
plied, and if due care is taken in stor- 
ing and handling all materials, the fac- 
tory can be continued without injury 
or annoyance to the residents in the 
vicinity.” 

This report was the result of the 

filing at the last ary | of the Coun- 
cil of a protest against the presénce of 
a soap factory, and complaint was 
made that the odors were unbearable 
to the people residing near the plant. 
The matter was referred to the Health 
officer, and with all members of the 
Board of Health except one, he visited 
the place and made an examination of 
the premises. The report is the result 
of that visit. As there are a number 
of protestants who desire to be heard 
on the matter before the Council or a 
committee of that body, the report was 
referred to the Board of Public Works, 
which will take it up at the next regu- 
lar meeting Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. 
The reports of the City Auditor as to 
the condition of the funds in the City 
Treasury, and as to the collections 
made during the month of August by 
the heads of the several city depart- 
ments were referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

CITY ENGINEDR’S REPORT. 
Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer were the following 
ordinances, which were adopted under 
suspension of the rules: Final ordi- 
nance establishing the grade of Cam- 
eron lane between Grand avenue and 
Figueroa street; ordinances of inten- 
tion to improve Leroy street between 
Main street and the river: to sidewalk 
the north seide of Fourth street be- 
tween Olive street and Grand avenue; 
granti permission to property-own- 
ohler street between BPighth 
and Ninth to improve said street by 


private contract, and to establish the | 


grade of Jefferson street from Vermont 
avenue to a point 210 feet east of the 
west city boundary. 

In the matter of the petition for the 
improvement of Avenue 55 from Pasa- 
dena avenue to Alvise street, the City 
Engineer reported that the total front- 
age on the street wac 3085 feet, of 
which a majority is 1548 feet. The pro- 
test against the improvement contains 
2920 feet. The matter was, therefore, 
filed, the protest representing a ma- 
jprity of the frontage. 

SPENCER’S CLAIM FILED. 

In the matter of the claim against 
the city of C. E. Spencer, formerly a 
member of the police fotce, for the 
amount he would have been allowed 
for his summer vacation had he taken 
such a vacation, a communication 
was received from the Board of Police 
Commissioners, to whom’ the matter 
had been referred. The letter stated 
that the board had examined the claim 
and had come to the conclusion that it 
could not legally allow it. On motion 
the demand was placed on file. It 
Spencer wants his money he will now 
have to sue the city for it, and it is 
understood that he will take that 
action. 

On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the City Auditor and City 
Treasurer were directed to transfer 
$1000 from the tax fund of 1898-99 to 
the library fund. 

The report of the Sewer Committee, 
heretofore published, in which the con- 
struction of a number of sewers was 
recommended, was adopted without 
discussion or division. 

Cc. C. Alexander presented a petition 
asking permission to build a short 
bridge at Ninth street and the river, 
e purpose of taking gravel from 
the river. The matter was ceferred to 
Board of Public Works. 

TOO HIGH A LICENSE. 

An advance agent for Wallace Bros. 
circus filed a petition to the City 
Council asking for a reduction in the 
amount now a as license for 
such oircuses. The communication 
cites the i'act that the license fee for 
circuses in Los Angeles is $350 for the 
first day and $150 per day for each 
additional day. This the agent de- 
clares is out of all proportion to the 
charge made by any eastern city of 
more than twice the size of this. It 
is pointed out that many cities of 
about the population of Los Angeles 
charge only $50 per day, and that many 
of them twice the size charge only 
$100. The usual plea is made that the 
money taken in at the ticket wagon 
is largely spent in the city in which 
the circus is showing, and that only 
a small percentage of it is carried 
away. The Council is also reminded 
of the high price of feed in this part 
of the State this year, and that all 
the money spent here for feed goes 
to’ local dealers. It is stated that 
nearly all the expense of giving a show 
here is spent here, and the request is 
therefore made for a reduction in the 
li¢ense on the plea that inasmuch as 
this city is a resort for thousands of 
pleasure-seekers, amusements of all 
kinds should be encouraged. 

If the City Council is disposed to 
grant this petition, and there is no 
present disposition on part of the mem- 
bers to do so, it will be necessary to 
adopt a special ordinance before it 
can be done. The matter was reférred 
to the Finance Committee, and that 
body will act upon it at its regular 
meeting next Saturday morning. It is 
known that at least two of the three 
members of this committee are op- 
posed to making any oreuee. 

A petition for the widening of a 
portion of Pasadena avenue was re- 
ferred directiy to the City Engineer 
for an ordinance of intention, in order 
that the proceedings may soon as- 
sume such a shape that protestants 
may have a chance to oppose the mat- 
ter legally. if they are so disposed. 

A petition for the improvement of 
Willow street was referred to the City 
Engineer for an estimate of cost.

Many Protests Against Public Work 
Disposed Of, 


The hearing of nine protests against 
various kinds of street work were made 
special orders of business for the open- 
ing of the afternoon session of the 
City Several of these re- 
ferred to s#uews and examination into 
the necessity for which had been made 
by the Sever Committee. On reco'n- 
mendation of that committee the pro- 
tests of C. E. Harris et al, W. J. 
Fisher et al., M. J. Culver et al., and 
Cc. E. Smith et al., against the proposed 
sewering of Eighth, Merchant, Kohler 
and Seventh streets, Ceres and Gladys 
avenues were denied except in so far 
as they referred to Gladys avenue. That 
street is to be improved, and the sew- 
ering is to be concluded in the work of 
\mproving the street. 

In the matter of the proposed sewer- 
ing of Wilde street, the committee re- 
ported that other and more advantage- 
ous plans for the work had been pro- 
posed than those in the contemplated 
proceedings. It was theréfore ordered 
that the proceedings be abandoned in 
order that the better plans may be fol- 


- lowed. 


When the protest against the pro- 
posed abandonment of Center street 
was called, it was stated that the mat- 
ter had been taken to the courts by 
the parties interested, and that the 
Council had nothing more to do with it. 
The protest and petitions were, there- 
fore, filed. In this connection the City 
Attorney later reported as follows on 
the matter, the report being approved 
by the Council: 

“In the matter of the suit brought 
by Cc. White Mortimer vs. the city et 
al., to quiet title to a piece of property 
in the westerly twenty acres of lot 2, 
block 26, Hancock’s survey, and in- 
volving the question of the abandon- 
ment of the street shown on map of 
Weston's subdivision, and in regard to 
which you have this day filed the peti- 
tion and protest, I recommend that a 
disclaimer be filed on the part of the 


city. 

Judge ared as the rep- 
resentative of H. - Helman against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the widening and 
extending of Lafayette street. -He pro- 
tested against the inequality of the 
awards of dameges made on account of 
certain property taken to open the 
street. he matter was finally post- 
poned until the next meeting of the 
Council. 

Frank Whittier appealed from the 
acts and determinations of the Street 
Superintendent in accepting the work 
of the improvement of Twenty-second 
street from Hoover street to Vermont 
avenue, for which he was the contrac- 
tor. He stated to the Council that his 
reason for the appeal was that a siight 
error had been made in the prepara- 
tion of the map of the work, as the 
map fail to show. one intersection 
which had been improved. The con- 
tractor, therefore, appealed to the 


Council for a new map and warrant. 
ASB the mistake was made clear to the} 
members the necessary correction was 
ordered. 

Frank Sutter and Mrs. Hannah M. 
Arbuckle appeared as protestants 
against the confirmation of the report 
oF the commissioners for the widening 
of a portion of West Washington 
street. It was stated to the Council 
that misrepresentations had been made 
to the property-owners to secure thelr 
signatures to the petition for the work, 
and that it was not until it was too 
late for them to remedy the matter 
that they learned that they had been 
deceived. One of the promises made 
to them was that the city would pay 
the expense of moving all the houses 
that were necessary to be moved as a 
result of the widening of the strect. 
This was, of course, out of the ques- 
tion, but relying upon it a number of 
the owners of property had signed the 
petition. There were, however, only 
two protestants from a street extend- 
ing nearly two miles, and as the Coun- 
cil was not to blame for the alleged 
misrepresentation, could be 
done to remedy it now. he protests 
were, therefore, denied, and the report 
of the commissioners was adopted. 

STREET RAILWAY CLASH. 

Superintendent of Streets Drain ap- 
peared before the Council and stated 
that unless some action was taken by 
that body, there was every probability 
that the street railway intersection at 
Third and Spring streets would re- 
main in its present torn up condition. 
The intersection had been torn up by 
the Traction Company when that por- 
tion of the street had been resurfaced 
and has been left in a bad condition. 
The company will not repair the street 
unless the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany pays half the expense and this 
the latter co y refuses to do on the 
zround that it did not make the re- 
pairs to its tracks. Mr. Drain wanted 
some order from the Council as to what 
to do in the matter. The City Attorney 
was consulted by several members of 
the Council and after considerable dis- 
cussion the Street Superintendent was 
directed to order the two companies to 
make thé repairs, and in event of their 
refusal to do so, for him to repair the 
street and deliver the bill for the work 
to the City Attorney for collection. 

STORM DRAIN PLANS. 

The City Engineer submitted for ap- 
proval by the Council the plans and 
evecifications for the work of divert- 
ing the waters of the Arroyo de los 
Posos from their present channel into 
the river. The plans are very elaborate 
and the work will cost upward of $10,- 
000. As a part of the report of the 
Engineer is the statement that before 
the work can be done it will be neces- 
sary to secure right-of-way for the 
drains across the property of the Los 
Angeles Terminal and the Southern 
Pacific Railways. The plans were 
adopted and the Board of Public Worke 
was directed to secure the rights-of- 
way necessary. 

THROUGH WITH A RUSH. 

In the morning session the Milwaukee 
Oll Company, by L. G. Parker, ap- 
plied to the Oouncil for permission to 
erect several cil pumping cables across 
Bernard street between Yale and Buena 
Vista, The matter was at once re- 
ferred to the Special Oi] Committee and 
to the Oil Inspector. During the noon 
recess the committee met and decided 
to recommend that the permission 
prayed for be granted. The commit- 
tee reported thus to the Council recom. 
mending that the City Attorney present 
the necessary ordinance. A few min- 
utes later the ordinance was delivered 
to the Council from the Attorney's de- 
partment and was adopted. 

The City Clerk reported a number of 
double asseasments on the list of as- 
séessments for purpose of taxation. In 
nearly all of the cases reported the 
property involved had been sold for 
non-payment of taxes. At the request 
of the Clerk these sales were cancelled. 

An extension of thirty days in which 
to complete the work of improving a 
portion of Ninth street was granted P. 
J. Richmond, who has the contract for 
that work. 

On recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works, portions of Rose and 
Orange streets were ordered aban- 


doned. 

The drilling of oil wells within 1600 
feet of Sunset Park has been prohib- 
ited. An ordinance similar to those 
intended for the protection of other 
varks from oil wells was adopted by the 
Council yesterday. The enforcement of 
this new ordinance will prevent the 
establishment of a number of wells 
which would probably be a menace to 
the beauty of the territory immediately 
surrounding that park. 


POLICE AND THE LAW. 


Commissioners May Settle 
Trouble Today. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Police Commissioners this morning 
a report will be made in regard to the 
investigaticm into police methods which 
was held Friday afternoon. 

In order to settle the question as to 
whet construction shall be placed on 
the rules by the members of the Police 
Department, it is the intention of some 
of the ccenmissioners to either present 
such @ rule as will remove all doubt 
or else to give the police such positive 
instructions that they will not be able 
to do as they please with the present 
code of rule or construe them to suit 
themselves. If a public and imme- 
diate registration of all prisoners ar- 
rested is insisted upon, the rules will 
be enforced, amd if a positive order 
to present all prisoners in court as soon 
after arrest as is reasonably possible, 
is issued, the law will hereafter be 
lived up to. 

Certain members of the commission 
have been consulting attorneys on the 
eubject, anG they have beem convinced 
that the construction of the law as ex- 
pressed Friday is erroneous.

BACK TO CHINA. 


Eleven Dead Chinese to Be Buried 
With Their Fathers. 
Permits were issued by the city 
Health Departenent yesterday for 


the deportation of the _ bodies 
of eleven Chimese which, during 
the past four or five years, 
have been buried in the verious 


cemeteries in this city. ‘Ihis number 
does not represemt all the members of 
that race who have died here within 
that time, but is only the number, ¢he 
friends and relatives of whom have 
secured the money Mecessary to ship 
their bodies back to their native coun- 
try. To a Chinaman the thought of 
death is nothing as compared with 
that of the mecessitv of his. being 
buried in a foreign country, and 
whenever a member of the race dies 
here his relatives prepare to send his 
body back to China. It somtimes takes 
years for them to be able to do this, 
but so long as they remain here that 
is one of their ambitions, 

e present shipment of deceased 
Chinese will take place im a day or 
two, as soon as the arrangements can 
be made for transportation. Im addi- 
tion to the transportation charges 
there is an additional expense for se- 
curing the necessary permits. The fee 
charged by the Health Department is 
$10 per head, and this consign«ment will 
met the city $110. 


WANTED NO FAVORS, 


Cold Shoulder Given the Council by 
Electric Compantes. 

The present suspension of the en- 
forcement of what is known, ae the 
conduit ordinance expires October 3, 
and as yesterday’s session of the City 
Council is the last regular meeting 
which will be held before that date, 


the members of that body had intended | 
to grant the electrical companies any 
reasonable extension of time that 
might have been desired. For that pur- 
pose an announcement was officially 
made last week that the Councilmen 
would meet the representatives of the 
various companies at the City Hall yes- 
terday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock, in or- 
der that a general discussion of the 
matter might be had. The intention 
of the Councilmen in making is 
announcement was wholly with a view 
to giving the several companies such 
time as they needed to complete their 
work of placing in service their under- 
ground systems, and removing their 
poles and wires from the streets. That 
there would be any objection to thie 
meeting or any refusal on the part of 
the companies to meet the Couticil 
half-way in the matter never occu 

to the members of the Council, but 
yesterday the Councilmen ‘were given a 
“frost” by the companies. 

At the hour fixed for the meeting; @ 
number of the members of the Coun- 
cil appeared in the comiittee-room of 
the City Hall prepared to meet the rep- 
resentatives of the several companies. 
So certain were the Councilmen of the 
codperation of the companies in their 
efforts that the City Attorney had Deen 
directed to prepare in advance an ordi- 
nance granting an éxtension for a 
blank number of days, the number to 
be supplied as a result of the discus- 
sion at the meeting. No representa- 
tives of any of the companies appeared 
at the meeting. The Councilmen 
waited half an hour, and then resurned 
their labore at the afternoon session of 
the Council. Near the appointed meet- 
ing vlace some of the members en- 
countered certain representatives of 
the Los Angeles Blectric Company, and 
asked them how it was that they had 
not attended the meeti The sur- 
prising reply was that that company 
might like to have an extension, but it 
would not ask for one at the present 
time, although its work on its under- 
ground system is not nearly completed. 

Some of the members of the Council 
freely expressed their opinions on the 
matter, and one of them said that a 
request for a special session might be 
expected for the purpose of granting 
just what the Council Was ready to 
grant yesterday. Asked whether such 
a request would be granted, the mem- 
ber simply said: “Wait and see.” 


TRANSFER OF BONDS. 


New City Securities May Be Deliv- 
ered Today. 

L. L. Barnum, who represented B. D. 
Sheperd & Co, of New York, and was 
the successful bidder in the recent sale 
of bonds by the city, will meet City 
Treasurer Hartwell this morning at ¥ 
o’clock for the purpose of making final 
arrangements for the formal transfer 
to the New York firm of all the bonds 
which that firm has contracted to 
purchase. The terms of the bonds 
themselves are that they shall be de- 
livered to the successful bidder in the 
City Treasurer’s office, October 1, and 
are then to be >aid for in gold coin. 
To compel a rigid compliance with this 
provision would work a decided hard- 
ship to the buyers, and it is probable 
that the bonds will be held here in 
escrow pending the delivery to the 
City Treasurer of the amourtt of the 
purchase price. Of course, the real 
gold coin will not be passed, but 
thanks to the present money system of 
the country, New York exchange call- 
ing for gold will be used to pay for 
the bonds. 

FINAL STREET INSPECTION. 

Street Superintendent Drain will 
finally inspect the work done in the 
improvement of Santa Fé avenue be- 
tween Seventh and Willow streets to- 
morrow morning at 9 o’clock.

Councilman Mathuss Declines to 
Stand for Re-election. 

Councilman Z. D. Mathuss, who for 
the past two years has represented 
the Third Ward in the City Council, 
has decided that he will not be 4 can- 
didate for reélection. For several 
days he has been considering the mat- 
ter, and has at last decided that he will 
retire from public life for a time, at 
least. One of the principal reagons for 
his action is that his eyesight has be- 
come seriously impaired during the 
past year.

THE VETERANS’ CASK. 


THE SUIT NOW AFFECTS ONLY 
FIVE OLD SOLDIERS. 


If it Reaches Trial it Will Be in 
the Nature of a Test Case, the 
1704 Veterans to Be Proceeded 
Against Individually Later. 


The suit began by Abbott Kinney 
against County Clerk Newlin, five vet. 
erans residing at and for purposes of 
the suit representing the five precincts 
at Soldiers’ Home, came before Judge 
Allen yesterday on motion and de- 
murred. John D. Pope, Esq., appeared 
for the plaintiff and Attorneys Fiint, 
Baker and Meserve represented the 
defendants. 

The basic contention of the suit is 
that the inmates of the Soldiers’ Home 
are not legal residents of the five pre- 
cincts into which the home is divided, 
as they are supported by the govern- 
ment, on lands ceded to the govern- 
ment. Attorney Meserve, who particu- 
larly represented the County Clerk, in 
making the motion that the plaintiff be 
reauired to make the 1704 inmates of 
the home parties defendant, urged that 
the most sacred right of vitizeaship is 
involved. He contended that the only 
legal method by which it can be shown 
that these men have or have not legal 
residence in the five precincts where 
they are registered, and that they do 
or do not come from places remote from 
the precincts, is to allow each man to 
come into court as defendant and make 
oath himself as to his legal residence. 

While the right of the franchise has 
not been attacked, but only the matter 
of legal residence, the effect of a judg- 
ment against the defendants would 
practically amount to @ disfranchise- 
ment in the coming election. In grant- 
ing the motion the court states that 
the right of suffrage is go sacred that 
no man should be deprived of it even 
at a single election, save by due process 


of law. 

’ “While doubting the constitutionality 
of an act,” remarked Judge Allen, 
“which contemplated adjudication upon 
the vested rights of citizenship, with- 
out due service of process, and time 
and place for hearing, yet the law as 
it stands gives at least discretionary 
power to the court, and which should | 
be given in favor of the individuals’ 
whose rights are sought to be affected | 
without their being served with process, | 
or having their day in apart. 

“It may be a great burden upon Mr. 
Kinney to cause 1704 complaints and 
1704 copies of summons to be :nade and 

upon 1704 individuals, 


\ 


individuals to be disfranchised without 
opportunity to show to the court that 
they are citizens entitled to an exercise 
of the franchise. If Mr. Kinney desires 
to save trouble and expense, incident 
to. the service of these papers, he can 
avoid it by dismissing his action as to 
1704 inmates of the Soldiers’ Home, not 
served.”’ 

Plaintiff's counsel intimated that he 
would dismiss as to the 1704 weterans, 
and obtained leave to file an amended 
complaint against County Clerk Newlin, 
and the five defendants, each one of 
whom represents one of the voting pre- 
eincts. 

spe following demurrer was then 


“That the complaint does not state 
facta sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action against the defendants; that 
tt is uncertain, for the reason that it 
cannot be ascertained therefrom how, 
or in what manner, the land upon which 
the Soldiers’ Home is located was ceded 
by the State of California to the gov- 
ernment, nor how, or in what manner, 
the government of the United States 
has acquired exclusive jurisdiction and 
control over the land and buildings. 

"That the complaint is further un- 
certain, for the reason that it cannot 
be ascertained therefrom how, or in 
what manner, the land and premises 
occupied for the home is held in trust 
for the government; nor can the nature 
of the trust be ascertained from the 
complaint. 

“That the complaint is ambiguous, 
for the reason that it may be under- 
stood from some of its allegations 
either that the government of the 
United States acquired exclusive juris- 
diction over the land occupied by the 
Soldiers’ Home by reason of the alleged 
conveyance thereof to the corporation 
known as the National Home for Dis- 
abled Soldiers, or that, by special legis- 
lative act of the State of California, 
jurisdiction of the land and premises 
was ceded to the national government.

By stipulation of counsel the de- 
murrer will stand as filed against the 
amended complaint, and will come up 
for hearing on Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. It practically raises the ques- 
tion whether or not the acceptance of 
the privileges of the home under the 
act of Congress renders an old soldier 
an object of charity. Also the point 
will be raised whether the grounds and 
pronerty of the home constitute a 
government reservation, and if so in 
what way the living thereon may af- 
fect citizenship. In this connection 
will be considered the cession by the 
State of the tract of land upon which 
the home, was established, with a re- 

ing clause in the act by which the 
State of California retained sov- 
eréignty for purposes therein set forth. 


ANOTHER APPEAL TAKEN. 


In the Water Litigation the City 
Now Files Notice. 


In the suit of the city of Los An- 
geles against the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, notice of appeal was 
yesterday filed in the Superior Court 
by the plaintiff. The appeal is taken 
from the order made by Judge Oster, 
on September 10, appointing a receiver 
and providing for other matters, and 
which denies the application of the 
plaintiff for an injunction against the 
défendants restraining them from keep- 
ing or taking possession of the property 
described in the complaint as consti- 
tuting improvements within the mean- 
ing of the contract of 1868, during the 
pendency of the action, and from inter- 
fering with the management, operation 
and control of the receiver when he 
should have been appointed by the 
cours, of all the water-works system. 

Since Judge Osttr made his decision 
putting the receiver in charge of the 
cash receipts of the water company, 
certain details of construction and ope- 
ration remain to be settled. Yester- 
day afternoon the attorneys represent- 
ing the city met those representing the 
water company, for the purpose of 
conferring together regarding the ex- 
tension of the water mains into dis- 
tricts where the residents have hereto- 
fore been beyond reach of the existing 
service pipes. hile there is no differ- 
ence of opinion between counsel as to 
the necessity for carrying on the work 
of extension, as demanded by the city’s 
increasing needs, there has been some 
difference as to whether the expense of 
construction work should be paid by 
the receiver from funds in his posses- 
sion, or not. 


THE RAND MINING SUIT. 


Supreme Court Gives the Plaintiff 
Another Chance. 

In the suit of Stanton, appellant, 
against Singleton et al., respondents, 
carried up on appeal from Kern county, 
the Supreme Court has ordered a re- 
versal of the judgment of the lower 
court. The plaintiff sought by the ac- 
tion to compel performance by the de- 
fendants of a contract made in June, 
1835. 

The defendants owned a mineral 
tract in the Summit mining district, 
and desiring capital to work and de- 
velop it, gave a thirty days’ option ofa 
one-half interest in consideration of 
the plaintiff agreeing to spend, first, 
$10,000 in opening the property; second, 


in erecting a ten-stamp mill, the 
stamps to weigh not less than 700 
pounds, and any time within six 


months the plaintiff was to have the 
privilege of purchasing the property 
for $500,000. e essence of the con- 
tract being time, it was mutually 
agreed that if active operations were 
not begun within thirty days, the con- 
tract was to be void. The plaintiff 
entered into possession and expended 
about $2000 as a part performance of 
the contract. On July 9, 1895, the de- 
fendants notified him that they would 
not be bound by the terms of the con- 
tract, and refused to permit him to 
continue to carry on work in the car- 
rying out of the terms of the contract. 
In bringing sult the plaintiff expressed 
his readiness to perform all the condi- 
tions of the contract, and asked judg- 
ment that he be let into possession of 
the premises. The defendants demurred 
to the complaint on the grounds that it 
did not state facts to constitute a cause 
of action, and also that one Burcham 
should have been made a party de- 
fendant. The demurrer was sustained, 
and judgment was rendered dismissing 
the complaint, from which the plaintiff 
demurred. 

“Under the terms of the contract,” 
says the Supreme Court, “the plaintiff 
had the right to enter upon the mining 
claims for the purpose of working and 
developing them. It is evident that 
the ultimate object of the contract was 
to give him the right at any tire 
within six months after its date to ac- 
quire an undivided half-interest in the 
property for the sum of $500,000. In 
order that he might intelligently de- 
termine whether to exercise this option, 
he was to have an opportunity of test- 
ing the vatue o* the property by an ex- 
penditure of money thereon, which, in 
case he failed to make the purchase, 
would inure to the benefit of the de- 
fendants. 

“The subsequent refusal by the de- 
fendants to permit the plaintiff to per- 
form this obligation (the expenditure 


of $10,000) is a sufficient excuse for its 


non-performance, and their repudiation 
of the contract prior to the expiration 
of the period of six months, and dec- 
laration that they would not execute 
him a deed for the one-half interest, 
released him from the necessity of ten- 
dering the $500,000 as a condition of 
maintaining the action.”

Oity Appeals from the Order Ap- 
pointing a Receiver for the 
Water Company — Kern 
County Mining Deal. 


The regular session of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday was devoted almost 
wholly to the tramsaction of rou‘ine 
business, of which there was quite an 
accumulation. Street work, some of 
it of great importance to property Owa- 
ers generally, took up most of the time 
of «he two sessions. 

There was mo meeting betaveen the 
City Council and ihe representatives 
of the various electrical companies 
yesterday because nome of the compa- 
nies appeared. The ordinance oxtend- 
ing the time for the completion of the 
underground conduits was therefore 
not adopted and the time limit on the 
present extension will have expired by 
the next mee‘ing of the Council. 

Permits for the shipment of the 
bodies of eleven dead Chinese to China 
were issued yesterday by the Health 
Department, the fee for each permit 
being $10. 

The Police Comenissioners will today 
take fimal action on the rules governing

Fimal arrangements for the transfer 
of the city bonds to the New York 
firm which secured them, will be made 
today by City Treasurer Hartwell. 

The suit imstituted by Abbot Kin- 
ney against Coun*y Clerk Newlin and 
five veterans of the Soldier's \Home 
came up before Judge Allen yesterday, 
on the motion of defendants’ counse) to 
have the remaining 1704 old soldier in- 
cates of the Home, against whom the 
suit was levelled, and whom it 4i- 
rectly affected, made parties defendant 
to the suit. On what may be termed 
an axiom of law that every man is en- 
titled to his-day in court, it was con- 
tended that it was manifestly unfair 
that these veterans should be disfran- 
chised without their having the oppor- 
tunity afforded of showing individually 
that they had the right to the fran- 
chise. The moticn was granted, the 
court giving plaintiff the choice of 
making all the veterans parties to the 
suit, or eliminating all their names 
from the cosnplaint and comfining the 
action to the County Clerk amd five 
veterans, one being selected from each 
of the five precincts into which Sol- 
diers’ Home is divided. Counsel for 
plaintiff selected the latter mode -of 
procedure, and obtained permission to 
amend the complaint. On Friday the 
matter will again come up an the de- 
murrer filed yesierday, and which it 
was stipulated stood as a response to 
the amended complaint. | 
The McMenomy burglary case has 
served to bring to the front again a 
provision of the code under. which the 
defendant is saved from all punish- 
ment for a second offense. He pleaded 
guilty to the first charge and got a 
ten-year’s isentence, but if has been 
discovered that it is useless ta try him 
for the second offense, as any sentence 
he might receive would run concur- 
rently with the first, and consequently 
would be virtually no sentence at all.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


‘AT THE CITY 


MUCH ROUTINE BUSINESS DISPOSED 
OF IN TWO SBESSIONS. 


Electrical Companies Fail to Meet 
the Council—What the Police 
Commission” Will Do—Deporta. 
tion of Dead Chinamen — The 
Bond Deal. 


The regular meeting of the .City 
Council yesterday was devoted almost 
exclusively to the transaction of rou- 
tine business. There was nothing 
about either session which caused any 
debate other than that of explanation, 
and there was not a vote taken in 
which there was a division of senti- 
ment among the members. 

At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion the Health Officer reported as fol- 
lows on a protest against the exist- 
ence of a soap factory in a semi-resi- 
dence district: 

“In reference to the petition of H. 
Scott and others, I respectfully re 
that the soap factory referred to 
therein has grown from a small be- 
ginning by repeated additions, and in 
the past the storing of hides, and, nv 
doubt, at times rancid and partially- 
decomposed grease, has been handled 
in such a manner that the residents in 
the vicinity have been very patient in 
tolerating the foul odors arising there- 
from, but in the reconstruction of the 
factory, if proper appliances for con- 
suming the gases and odors are sup- 
plied, and if due care is taken in stor- 
ing and handling all materials, the fac- 
tory can be continued without injury 
or annoyance to the residents in the 
vicinity.” 

This report was the result of the 
filing at the last of the Coun- 
cil of a protest against the presénce of 
a soap factory, and complaint was 
made that the odors were unbearable 
to the people residing near the plant. 
The matter was referred to the Health 
officer, and with all members of the 
Board of Health except one, lie visited 
the place and made an examination of 
the premises. The report is the result 
of that visit. As there are q@ number 
of protestants who desire to be heard 
on the matter before the Council or a 
committee of that body, the report was 
referred to the Board of Public Works, 
which will take it up at the next regu- 
lar meeting Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. 

The reports of the City Auditor as to 
the condition of the funds in the City 
Treasury, and as to the collections 
made during the month of August by 
the heads of the several city depart- 
ments were referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

CITY ENGINEDR’'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer were the following 
ordinances, which were adopted under 
suspension of the rules:. Final ordi- 
nance establishing the grade of Cam- 
eron lane between Grand avenue and 
Figueroa street; ordinances of inten- 
tion to improve Leroy street between

ers on Kohler street between Bighth 
and Ninth to improve said street by 
private contract, and to establish the | 


erade of Jefferson street from Vermont 
avenue to a point 210 feet east of the 
west city boundary. 

In the matter of the petition for the 
improvement of Avenue 55 from Pasa- 
dena avenue to Alvise street; the City 
Engineer reported that the total front- 
age on the street was 3085 feet, of 
which a majority is 1548 feet. The pro- 
test against the improvement contains 
2820 feet. The matter was, therefore, 
filed, the protest representing a ma- 
jprity of the frontage. 

SPENCER’S CLAIM FILED. 

In the matter of the claim against 
the city of C. E, Spencer, formerly a 
member of the police fotce, for the 
amount he would have been allowed 
for his summer vacation had he taken 
such a vacation, a communication 
was received from the Board of Police 
Commissioners, to whom’ the matter 
had been referred. The letter stated 
that the board had examined the claim 
and had come to the conclusion that it 
could not legally allow it. On motion 
the demand wag placed on file. It 
Spencer wants his money he will now 
have to sue the city for it, and it is 
understood that he will take that 
action. 

Qn recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the City Auditor and City 
Treasurer were directed to transfer 
$1000 from the tax fund of 1898-99 to 
the library fund. 

The report of, the Sewer Committee, 
heretofore published, in which the con- 
struction of a number of sewers was 
recommended, was adopted without 
discussion or division. 

Cc. C. Alexander presented a petition 
asking permission to build a short 
i at Ninth street and the river, 
res e purpose of taking gravel from 

e river. The matter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 

TOO HIGH A LICENSE. 

An advance agent for Wallace Bros. 
circus filed a petition to the City 
Council asking for a reduction in the 
amount now charged, as license for 
such circuses. The communication 
cites the tact that the license fee for 
circuses in Los Angeles is $350 for the 
first day and $150 per day for each 
additional day. This the agent de- 
clares is out of all proportion to the 
charge made by any eastern city of 
more than twice the size of this. It 
is pointed out that many cities of 
about the population of Los Angeles 
charge only $50 per day, and that many 
of them twice the size charge only 
$100. The usual plea is made that the 
money taken in at the ticket wagon 
is largely spent in the city in which 
the circus is showing, and that only 
a small percentage of it is carried 
away. The Council is also reminded 
of the high price of feed in this part 
of the State this year, and that all 
the money spent here for feed goes 
to’ local dealers. It is stated that 
nearly all the expense of giving a show 
here is spent. here, and the request is 
therefore made for a reduction in the 
license on the plea that inasmuch as 
this city is a resort for thousands of 
pleasure-seekers, amusements of all 
kinds should be encouraged. 

If the City Council is disposed to 
grant this petition, and there is no 
present disposition on part of the mem- 
bers to do so, it will be necessary to 
adopt a special ordinance before it 
can be done. The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee, and that 
body will act upon it at its regular 
meeting next Saturday morning. It is 
known that at least two of the three 
members of this committee are  op- 
posed to making any change. 

A petition for the widening of a 
portion of Pasadena avenue was re- 
ferred directiy to the City Engineer 
for an ordinance of intention, in order 
that the proceedings may soon as- 
sume such a shape that protestants 
mav have a chance to oppose the mat- 
ter legally. if they are so disposed. 

A petition for the improvement of 
Willow street was referred to the City 
Engineer for an estimate of cost.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Many Protests Against Public Work 
Disposed Of. 


The hearing of nine protests against 
various kinds of street work were made 
special orders of business for the open- 
ing of the afternoon session of the 
City Cousc@. Several of these re- 
ferred to stews and examination into 
the necessity for which had been made 
by the Sewer Committee. On recon- 
mendation of that committee the pro- 
tests of C. E. Harris et al, W. J. 
Fisher et al., M. J. Culver et al., and 
Cc. E. Smith et al., against the proposed 
sewering of Eighth, Merchant, Kohler 
and Seventh streets, Ceres and Gladys 
avenues were denied except in so far 
as they referred to Gladys avenue. That 
street is to be improved, and the sew- 
ering is to be concluded in the work of 
\mproving the street. 

In the matter of the proposed sewer- 
ing of Wilde street, the committee re- 
ported that other and more advantage- 
ous plans for the work had been pro- 
posed than those in the contemplated 
proceedings. It was therefore ordered 
that the proceedings be abandoned in 
order that the better plans may be fol- 
lowed. 

When the protest against the pro- 
posed abandonment of Center street 
was called, it was stated that the mat- 
ter had been en to the courts by 
the parties interested, and that the 
Council had nothing more to do with it. 
The protest and petitions were, there- 
fore, filed. In this connection the City 
Attorney later reported as follows on 
the matter, the report being approved 
by the Council: 

“In the matter of the suit brought 
by C. White Mortimer vs. the city et 
al., to quiet title to a piece of property 
in the westerly twenty acres of lot 2, 
block 26, Hancock's survey, and in- 
volving the question of the abandon- 
ment of the street shown on map of

Judge appeared as the rep- 
resentative of H. - Helman against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the widening and 
extending of Lafayette street. He pro- 
tested against the inequality of the 
awards of dameges made on account of 
certain property taken to open the 
street. he matter was finally post- 
poned until the next meeting of the 
Council, 

Frank Whittier appealed from the 
acts and determinations of the Street 
Superintendent in accepting the work 
of the improvement of Twenty-second 
street from Hoover street to Vermont 
avenue, for which he was the contrac- 
tor. He stated to the Council that his 
reason for the appeal was that a slight 
error had been made in the prepara- 
tion of the map of the work, as the 
map failed to show one intersection 
which had been improved. The con- 


tractor, therefore; -appealed to the | 


Council for a new map and warrant. 
AB the mistake was made clear to the} 
members the necessary correction was 
ordered. 

Frank Sutter and Mrs. Hannah M. 
Arbuckle appeared as protestants 
against the confirmation of the report 


of the commissioners for the widening 


of a portion of West Washington 
street. It was stated to the Council 
that misrepresertations had been made 
to the property-owners to secure their 
signatures to the petition for the work, 
and that it was not until it was too 
late for them to remedy the matter 
that they learned that they had been 
deceived. One of the promises made 
to them was that the city would pay 
the expense of moving all the houses 
that were necessary to be moved as a 
result of the widening of the strect. 
This was, of course, out of the ques- 
tion, but relying upon it a number of 
the owners of property had signed the 
petition. There were, however, only 
two protestants from a street extend- 
ing nearly two miles, and as the Coun- 
cil was not to blame for the alleged 
misrepresentation, could be 
done to remedy it now. he protests 
were, therefore, denied, and the report 
of the commissioners was adopted. 
STREET RAILWAY CLASH. 

Superintendent of Streets Drain ap- 
peared before the Council and stated 
that unless eome action was taken by 
that body, there was every probability 
that the street railway intersection at 
Third and Spring streets would re- 
main in its present torn up condition. 
The intersection had been torn up by 
the Traction Company when that por- 
tion of the street had been resurfaced 
and has been left in a bad condition. 
The company will not repair the street 
unless the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany pays half the expense and this 
the latter company refuses to do on the 
zround that it did not make the re- 
pairs to its tracks. Mr. Drain wanted 
rome order from the Council as to what 
to do in the matter. The City Attorney 
was consulted by several members of 
the Council and after considerable dis- 
cussion the Street Superintendent was 
directed to order the two companies to 
make thé repairs, and in event of their 
refusal to do so, for him to repair the 
street and deliver the bill for the work 
to the City Attorney for collection. 

STORM DRAIN PLANS. 

The City Engineer submitted for ap- 
proval by the Council the plans and 
svecifications for the work of divert- 
ing the waters of the Arroyo de los 
Posos from their present channel into 
the river. The plans are very elaborate 
and the work will cost upward of $10,- 
000. As a part of the report of the 
Engineer is the statement that before 
the work can be done it will be neces- 
sary to secure right-of-way for the 
drains across the property of the Los 
Angeles Terminal and the Southern 
Pacific Railways. The plans were 
adopted and the Board of Public Works 
was directed to secure the rights-of- 
way necessary. 

THROUGH WITH A RUSH. 

In the morning session the Milwaukee 
Oil Company, by L. G. Parker, ap- 
plied to the Oouncil for permission to 
erect several cil pumping cables across 
Bernard street between Yale and Buena 
Vista. The matter was at once re- 
ferred to the Special Oil Committee and 
to the Oil Inspector. During the noon 
recess the committee met and decided 
to recommend that the permission 
prayed for be granted. The commit- 
tee reported thus to the Council recom. 
mending that the City Attorney present 
the necessary ordinance. A few min- 
utes later the ordinance was delivered 
to the Council from the Attorney's de- 
partment and was adopted. 

The City Clerk reported a number of 
double asseasments on the list of as- 
séssments for purpose of taxation. In 
nearly all of the cases reported the 
property involved had been sold for 
non-payment of taxes. At the request 
of the Clerk these sales were cancelled. 

An extension of thirty days in which 
to complete the work of improving a 
portion of Ninth street was granted P. 
J. Richmond, who has the contract for 
that work. 

On recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works, portions Rose and 
Orange streets were ordered aban- 


doned. 

The drilling of oil wells within 1600 
feet of Sunset Park has been prohib- 
ited. An ordinance similar to those 
intended for the protection of other 
parks from oil wells was adopted by the 
Council yesterday. The enforcement of 
this new ordinance will prevent the 
establishment of a number of wells 
which would probably be a menace to 
the beauty of the territory immediately 
surrounding that park. 


POLICE AND THE LAW. 


Commissioners May Settle 
Trouble Today. 


At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Police Commissioners this morning 
a report will be made in regard to the 
investigaticn into police methods which 
was held Friday afternoon. 

In order to settle the question as to 
whet construction shall be placed on 
the rules by the members of the Police 
Department, it is the intention of some 
of the ccenmissioners to either present 
such @ rule as will remove all doubt 
or else to give the police such positive 
instructions that they will not be able 
to do as they please with the present 
code of rule or construe them to suit 
themselves. If a public and imme- 
diate registration of all prisoners ar- 
rested is insisted upon, the rules will 
be enforced, amd if a positive order 
to present all prisoners in court as soon 
after arrest as is reasonably possible, 
is issued, the law will hereafter be 
lived up to. 

Certain members of the commission 
have been consulting attorneys on the 
eubject, and they have beem convinced 
that the construction of the law as ex- 
pressed Friday is erroneous.

BACK TO CHINA. 


Eleven Dead Chinese to Be Buried 
With Their Fathers, 
Permits were issued by the city 
Health Department yesterday for 


the ‘deportation of tthe bodies 
of eleven Chinese which, during 
the past four or five years, 
have been buried in the verious 


cemeteries in this city. ‘This number 
does not represemt all the members of 
that race who have died here within 
that time, but is only the number, ¢he 
friends and relatives of whom have 
secured the money mecessary. to ship 
their bodies back to their native coun- 
try. To a Chinaman the thought of 
death is nothing as compared with 
that of the mecessitv of his being 
buried in a foreign country, and 
whenever a member of the race dies 
here his relatives prepare to send his 
body back to China. It somtimes takes 
years for them to be able to do this, 
but so long as they remain here that 
is one of their ambitions, 

e present shipment of deceased 
Chinese will take place im a y or 
two, aS soon as the arrangements can 
be made for transportation. Im addi- 
tion to the transportation charges 
there is an additional expense for se- 
curing the necessary permits. The fee 
charged by the Health Department is 
$10 per head, and this consignment will 
met the city $110. 


WANTED NO FAVORS, 


Cold Shoulder Given the Council by 
Electric Companies. 

The present suspension of the en- 
forcement of what is known ae the 
conduit ordinance expires October 3, 
and as yesterday's session of the City 
Council is the last regular meeting 
which will be held before that date, 


the members of that body had intended | 
to grant the electrical companies any 
reasonable extension of time that 
might have been desired. For that pur- 
pose an announcement was officially 
made last week that the Councilmen 
would meet the representatives of the 
various companies at the City Hall yes- 
terday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock, in 
der that a general discussion of the 
matter might be had. The intention 
of the Councilmen in making this 
announcement was wholly with a view 
to giving the several companies such 
time as they needed to complete their 
work of placing in service their under- 
ground systems, and removing their 
poles and wires from the streets. That 
there would be any objection to this 
meeting or any cefusal on the part of 
the companies to meet the Couficil 
half-way in the matter never occurred 
to the members of the Council, but 
yesterday the Councilmen ‘were given a 
“frost” by the companies. 

At the hour fixed for the meeting, @ 
number of the members of the OCoun- 
cil appeared in the cortiittee-coom of 
the City Hall prepared to meet the rep- 
resentatives of the sevefal companies. 
So certain were the Councilmen of the 
codperation of the companies in their 
efforts that the City Attorney had Deen 
directed to prepare in advance an ordi- 
nance granting an éxtension for a 
blank number of days, the number to 
be supplied as a result of the discus- 
sion at the meeting. No representa- 
tives of any of the companies appeared 
at the meeting. The Councilmen 
waited half an hour, and then resummed 
their labore at the afternoon session of 
the Council. Near the appointed meet- 
ing vlace some of the mémbers en- 
countered certain representatives of 
the Los Angeles Blectrie Company, and 
asked them how it was that they had 
not attended the meeti The seur- 
prising reply was that that company 
might like to have an extension, but it 
would not ask for one at the present 
time, although its work on its under- 
ground system is not nearly completed. 

Some of the members of the Council 
freely expressed their opinions on the 
matter, and one of them said that a 
request for a special session might be 
expected for the purpose of granting 
just what the Council Was ready to 
grant yesterday. Asked whether such 
a request would be granted, the mem- 
ber simply said: “Wait and see.” 


TRANSFER OF BONDS. 


New City Securities May Be Deliv- 
ered Today. 

L. L. Barnum, who represented B. D. 
Sheperd & Co. of New York, and was 
the successful bidder in the recent sale 
of bonds by the city, will meet City 
Treasurer Hartwell this morning at ¥ 
o’clock for the purpose of making final 
arrangements for the formal transfer 
to the New York firm of all the bonds 
which that firm has contracted to 
purchase. The terms of the bonds 
themselves are that they shall be de- 
livered to the successful bidder in the 
City Treasurer’s office, October 1, and 
are then to be zaid for in gold coin. 
To compel a rigid compliance with this 
provision would work a decided hard- 
ship to the buyers, and it is probable 
that the bonds will be held here in 
escrow pending the delivery to. the 
City Treasurer of the amourtt of the 
purchase price. Of course, the real 
gold coin will not be passed, but 
thanks to the present money system o 
the country, New York exchange call- 
ing for gold will be used to pay for 
the bonds.

Councilman Mathuss Declines to 
Stand for Re-election. 

Councilman Z. D. Mathuss, who for 
the past two years has represerted 
the Third Ward in the City Council, 
has decided that he will not be a can- 
didate for reélection. For several 
days he has been considering the mat- 
ter, and has at last decided that he will 
retire from public life for a time, at 
least. One of the principal reasons for 
his action is that his eyesight has be- 
come seriously impaired during the 
past year. He recently went Bast for 
the purpcse of consulting occulists, but 
they only afforded him temporary re- 
lief, With the recurrence of his ail- 
ment came additional difficulty in 
properly attending to the city’s busi- 
ness, a large and important part of 
which fell to his lot in the Council. 
How well he has performed those du- 
ties, his associates in the Council know.

THE VETERANS’ CASE. 


THE SUIT NOW AFFECTS ONLY 
FIVE OLD SOLDIERS, 


If it Reaches Trial it Will Be in 
the Nature of a Test Case, the 
1704 Veterans to Be Proceeded 
Against Individually Later. 


The suit began by Abbott Kinney 
against County Clerk Newlin, five vet. 
erans residing at and for purposes of 
the suit representing the five precincts 
at Soldiers’ Home, came before Judge 
Allen yesterday on motion and de- 
murred. John D. Pope, Esq., appeared 
for the plaintiff and Attorneys Fiint, 
Baker and Meserve represented the 
defendants. 

The basic contention of the suit is 
that the inmates of the Soldiers’ Home 
are not legal residents of the five pre- 
cincts into which the home is divided, 
as they are supported by the govern- 
ment, on lands ceded to the govern- 
ment. Attorney Meserve, who particu- 
larly represented the County Clerk, in 
making the motion that the plaintiff be 
required to make the 1704 inmates of 
the home parties defendant, urged that 
the most sacred right of vitizeaship is 
involved. He contended that the only 
legal method by which it can be shown 
that these men have or have not legal 
residence in the five precincte where 
they are registered, and that they do 
or do not come from places remote &... 
the precincts, is to allow each man to 
come into court as defendant and make 
oath himself as to his legal residence. 

While the right of the franchise has 
not been attacked, but only the matter 
of legal residence, the effect of a judg- 
ment against the defendants would 
practically amount to @ disfranchise- 
ment in the coming election. In grant- 
ing the motion the court states that 
the right of suffrage is go sacred that 
no man should be deprived of it even 
at a single election, save by due process 
of law. 
“While doubting the constitutionality 
of an act,” remarked Judge Allen, 
“which contemplated adjudication upon 
the gested rights of citizenship, with- 
out fiue service of process, and time 
and place for hearing, yet the law as 
it stands gives at least discretionary 
power to the court, and which should 
be given in favor of the individuals 
whose rights are sought to be affected 
without their being served with process, 
or having their day in court. 

“It may be a great burden upon Mr. 
Kinney to cause 1704 complaints and 
1704 copies of summons to be :nade and 
served upon 1704 individuals, but it 


|} would be a greater hardship for the 1704, 


will |

individuals to be disfranchised without 
opportunity to show to the court that 
they are citizens entitled to an exercise 
of the franchise. If Mr. Kinney desires 
to save trouble and expense, incident 
to the service of these papers, he can 
avoid it by dismissing his action as to 
1704 inmates of the Soldiers’ Home, not 
served.” 

Plaintiff's counsel intimated that he 
would dismiss as to the 1704 veterans, 
and obtained leave to file an amended 
complaint against County Clerk Newlin, 
and the five defendants, each one of 
whom represents one of the voting pre- 
cincts.

“That the complaint does not state 
facte sufficient to constitute a cause 
of action against the defendants; that 
itt is uncertain, for the reason that it 
cannot be ascertained therefrom how, 
or in what manner, the land upon which 
the Soldiers’ Home is located was ceded 
by the State of California to the gov- 
ernment, nor how, or in what manner, 
the government of the United States 
has acquired exclusive jurisdiction and 
control over the land and buildings. 

“That the complaint is further un- 
certain, for the reason that it cannot 
be ascertained therefrom how, or in 
what manner, the land and premises 
occupied for the home is held in trust 
for the government; nor can the nature 
of the trust be ascertained from the 
complaint. 

“That the complaint is ambiguous, 
for the reason that it may be under- 
stood from some of its allegations 
either that the government of the 
United States acquired exclusive juris- 
diction over the land occupied by the 
Soldiers’ Home by reason of the alleged 
conveyance thereof to the corporation 
known as the National Home for Dis- 
abled Soldiers, or that, by special legis- 
lative act of the State of California, 
jurisdiction of the land and premises 
was ceded to the national government.

By stipulation of counsel the de- 
murrer will stand as filed against the 
amended complaint, and will come up 
for hearing on Friday morning at 10 
o’clock. It practically raises the queés- 
tion whether or not the acceptance of 
the privileges of the home under the 
act of Congress renders an old soldier 
an object of charity. Also the point 
will be raised whether the grounds and 
pronerty of the home constitute a 
government reservation, and if so in 
what way the living thereon may af- 
fect citizenship. In this connection 
will be considered the cession by the 
State of the tract of land upon which 
the home. was established, with a re- 

ving clause in the act by which the 
tate of California retained sov- 
eréignty for purposes therein set forth. 


ANOTHER APPEAL TAKEN. 


In the Water Litigation the City 
Now Files Natice. 

In the suit of the city of Los An- 
geles against the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, notice of appeal was 
yesterday filed in the Superior Court 
by the plaintiff. The appeal is taken 
from the order made by Judge Oster, 
on September 10, appointing a receiver 
and providing for other matters, and 
which denies the application of the 
plaintiff for an injunction against the 
defendants restraining them from keep- 
ing or taking ion of the property 
deacribed in the complaint as consti- 
tuting improvements within the mean- 
ing of the contract of 1868, during the 
pendency of the action, and from inter- 
fering with the management, operation 
and control of the receiver when he 
should have been appointed by the 
cours, of all the water-works system. 

Since Judge Ost@r made his decision 
putting the receiver in charge of the 
cash receipts of the water company, 
certain details of construction and ope- 
ration remain to be settled. Yester- 
day afternoon the attorneys represent- 
ing the city met those representing the 
water company, for the purpose of 
conferring together regarding the ex- 
tension of the water mains into dis- 
tricts where the residents have hereto- 
fore been beyond reach of the existing 
service pipes. While there is no differ- 
ence of opinion between counsel as to 
the necessity for carrying on the work 
of extension, as demanded by the city’s 
increasing needs, there has been some 
difference as to whether the expense of 
construction work should be paid by 
the receiver from funds in his posses- 
sion, or not. 


THE RAND MINING SUIT. 


Supreme Court Gives the Plaintiff 
Another Chance. 

In the suit of Stanton, appellant, 
against Singleton et al., respondents, 
carried up on appeal from Kern county, 
the Supreme Court has ordered a re- 
versal of the judgment of the lower 
court. The plaintiff sought by the ac- 
tion to compel performance by the de- 
fendants of a contract made in June, 
1535. 

The defendants owned a mineral 
tract in the Summit mining district, 
and desiring capital to work and de- 
velop it, gave a thirty days’ option of a 
one-half interest in consideration of 
the plaintiff agreeing to spend, first, 
$10,000 in opening the property; second, 
in erecting a ten-stamp mill, the 
stamps to weigh not less than 700 
pounds, and any _ time within six 
months the plaintiff was to have the 
privilege of purchasing the property 
for $500,000. The essence of the con- 
tract being time, it was mutually 
agreed that if active operations were 
not begun within thirty days, the con- 
tract was to be void. The plaintiff 
entered into possession and expended 
about $2000 as a part performance of 
the contract. On July 9, 1895, the de- 
fendants notified him that they would 
not be bound by the terms of the con- 
tract, and refused to permit him to 
continue to carry on work in the car- 
rying out of the terms of the contract. 
In bringing suit the plaintiff expressed 
his readiness to perform all the condi- 
tions of the contract, and asked judg- 
ment that he be let into possession of 
the premises. The defendants demurred 
to the complaint on the grounds that it 
did not state facts to constitute a cause 
of action, and also that one Burcham 
should have been made a party de- 
fendant. The demurrer was sustained, 
and judgment was rendered dismissing 
the complaint, from which the plaintiff 
demurred. 

“tJInder the terms of the contract,” 
says the Supreme Court, “the plaintiff 
had the right to enter upon the mining 
claims for the purpose of working and 
developing them. It is evident that 
the ultimate object of the contract was 
to give him the right at any time 
within six months after its date to ac- 
quire an undivided half-interest in the 
property for the sum of $500,000. In 
order that he might intelligently de- 
termine whether to exercise this option, 
he was to have an opportunity of test- 
ing the vaiue o* the property by an ex- 
penditure of money thereon, which, in 
case he failed to make the purchase, 
would inure to the benefit of the de- 
fendants. 

“The subsequent refusal by the de- 


-fendants to permit the plaintiff to per- 


form this obligation (the expenditure 
of $10,000) is a sufficient excuse for its 
non-performance, and their repudiation 
of the contract prior to the expiration 
of the period of six months, and dec- 
laration that they would not execute 
him a deed for the one-half interest, 
released him from the necessity of ten- 
dering the $500,000 as a condition of 
maintaining the action.” 

In reversing the judgment the trial 
court is directed to overrule the demur- 
rer to the complaint. 

The whole group of Rand mines, in- 
cluding several placer locations, upon 
which the town of Randsburg is now 
lecated, is involved in the suit.

Rand group is incorporated for $1,000,< 
000 under the name of the Yellow Aste® 
Mining Company, but none of its 6toek 
was ever placed on the market.

In 1895 the Rand group was located 
in the Summit mining district, In 
Kern county. This was long befor 
the towns of Randsburge or Garlock 
had any ‘existence. 

Singleton, Mooers and Burcham were 
then in poor circumstances, and whet 
Stanton. a hotel man in Bakersfiiel® 
offered to expend $10,000 in developing 
the property and placing machinery 
on it—a ten-stamp mill—Singleton 
and Mooers accepted the offer.

BRING OUT THE TRUTH. 

The American people will rejoice to 
know that the President has taken a 
strong stand with regard to the forth- 
coming investigation of the conduct of 
the war, and that every detail of ev- 
ery department of the government will 
be gone into without fear or favor. 
This is right, fitting and proper, and 
the chief magistrate’s attitude in the 
matter will commend itself to every 
one as well as commend our soldier 
President more than ever to the ad- 
miration and affection of his country- 
men. 

Mr. McKinley is quoted as saying to 
a caller: “T feel that the American 
people have committed these boys to 
my hands, and if anybody has 
wronged’ them I want to find it out.” 
That is what every fair-minded, hon- 
est man in the nation wants to find 
out, and any investigation which does 
not go to the very bottom of the whole 
matter would be little more than a 
farce. If our soldier boys have been 
neglected and abused the people want 
to know it; if, on the other hand, the 
War Department or any other depart- 
ment of the government has _ been 
maligned, the officials of such depart- 
ments have a right to demand such in- 
quiry into the charges which have 
been so freely made as will remove the 
stigma that now rests upon them. 
The American people are famous for 
demanding fair play—they demand 
that fair play be given in this case 
both to our soldiers and to their com- 
manders, no matter how high the rank 
of the latter. 
~The Secretary of War has been the 
conspicuous target of late, and*it is to 
be hoped that he may be proven either 
innocent or guilty of the charges that 
have been hurled at him from every 
point of the compass. He is. either 
weak, incompetent and something 
worse, or else he is the most abused 
man who ever occupied a high station 
in America. It is to be hoped that 
the committee will “hew to the line, 
let the chips fall where they may” 
that the innermost facts regarding the 
whole affair may be brought out, re- 
gardless of whose head may fall as the 
tragic finale of the investigation. 


CONDUCIVE TO WEARINESS. 

The constant repetition of the state- 
ment that if the men who were ap- 
pointed by Mr. Gage on the Republican 
Executive Committee from Los Ange- 
les were good enough to manage the

What 
is thought about that performance by 
the Republicans of Los. .Angeles is 
clearly expressed in the fajlowing reso- 
lution, adopted unanimously by the 
recent county convention, which reads 
thus: 

_ “We believe that a public office is a 
public and sacred trust, and that the 
time and energy of every officer, Fed- 
eral, State, county and city, and the 
deputies of such officers, should be de- 
yoted to the performance of their of- 
ficial duties; and we resent, as inimi- 
cal. to our form of government and its 
freé Institutions, any and every attempt 
to use public authority or public place 
in the manipulation or control of the 
voter, whether acting individually or 
collectively, in convention assembled. 

“And we deprecate, as demoralizing 
to\the public service, and as unjust to 
the taxpayers, who support the gov- 
ernment, the growing tendency of pub- 
lic officials, and their deputies, to be- 
come active partisans, while in office, 
and to spend their time, that belongs 
to the public of all parties, in political 
work and political management. 

“We therefore declare, as the sense 
of this convention, that no public of- 
ficer; “Federal, State, county or city, ur 
his deputy, should be allowed to sit 
as a delegate or act as the officer, of 
any political convention, or serve on 
any political committee, and that any 
active participation of any such of- 
ficer, or his deputy, in political man- 
agement, should be treated as a viola- 
tion of his officia! duty to serve faith- 
fully the whole public, irrespective of 
party.” 

. These officials are still at work, 
however, despite this palpable repri- 
mand, and despite the earnest protest 
of every good citizen who looks with 
scorn upon these flagrant examples of 
“offensive partisanship.” 

Again, as to the alleged great serv- 
ice of this particular committee of 1836, 
although that matter has heretofore 
been referred to in these columns, it 
is a fact, known to every Republican 
in Los Angeles and throughout South- 
ern California, that it was the Busi- 
ness Men’s Sound-Money League that 
did the work in the last Presidential 
campaign, and not the Flint-Parker- 
Osborne committee. This trio which 
was selected to carry on the work of 
the campaign were utterly powerless 
to accomplish anything until the Busi- 
ness Men’s League came into existence.

EFFECTS OF BOSS RULE. 

A notable example of the effects of 
boss rule and attempted boss rule is 
presented in Los Angeles county and 
the Sixth Congress District. For years 
the Republican party has been afflicted 
with a small but perniciously active 
gang of petty politicians, led by a few 
would-be bosses of the stripe of Hervey 
Lindley, Walter L. Webb, and W. F. 
X. Parker. These men have sought to 
control the actions of the party, to dic- 
tate its nominations, and to supervise 
its affairs generally. They have not 
been in politics for their health ex- 
clusively. In some instances they have 
succeeded in their purposes, putting 
themselves or their tools in office, to 
the disgrace of the Republican party 
and the demorajization of local polli- 
tics. The falling off in the Republican 
vote of this county and of the Sixth 
Congress District is very largely at- 
tributable, beyond a doubt, to the oper- 
ations of these notorious political 
tricksters, who are in politics solely 
for revenue and self-aggrandizement. 

Vandever, in 1886, was elected to 
Congress over Lynch by a majority of 
fifty-four votes. In 1888 he was re- 
turned by more than 6000 plurality, 
while Harrison received a majority of 
about 4000 in Los Angeles county, 
thereby saving California to the Re- 
publican party, and making this the 
banner Republican county of the State. 
Los Angeles county should contain 10,- 
000 more Republican voters than it 
contained in 1888. Such is not the 
case, as the last election too plainly 
indicated. Our splendid majorities of 
the past have been lost. The entire 
region of California, south of San 
Francisco, is without a Republican 
representative in either house of Con- 
gress. Our city government is Demo- 
cratic, and we saved the county in the 
last election by a very close margin. 

Why has the Republican party lost 
these voters, and where have they 
gone? The answer is not difficult. 
Many of them, disgusted with bosses 
and bossism, have refrained from vot- 
ing, or have allied themselves with our 
opponents. A considerable number 
have joined the free-silver movement. 
The nauseous dose of petty bossism, 
with all that it implies, has been too 
much for the stomach and the €on- 
science of many voters who are nor- 
mally Republican. The parasites 
which have preyed upon the party have 
weakened its vitality and impaired its 
strength. 

What is the remedy? We must undo 
the evil that has been done. We must 
rid the party of parasites. We must 
put down boss rule at all hazards. We 
must bring about a restoration of clean 
and wholesome political methods. . 

Every earnest and truly loyal Re- 
publican shoula recognize the fact that 
the best way to correct party evils is 
to correct them from within the party 
rather than from without. To do this, 
they should stay within the party lines, 
and work for the success of its nomi- 
nees, at the same time working for 
the overthrow of bosses and of the 
methods of bossism. The man who 


are remediable, and which he can as- 
sist in remedying, is not a true and 
loyal adherent of its political faith, but 
belongs, rather, in the camp of the 
enemy. 


Mistakes have been made in the pres- 
ent campaign. But Republicans 
should not, because of these. mistakes, 
renounce their allegiance to the party. 
They should, on the contrary, re- 
double their zeal, and should quadruple 
their vigilance in the future, to the 
end that the least worthy elements in 
the party may be relegated to the rear, 
and kept there for all time to come. 


TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 

Congressman Foss of Illinois, mem- 
ber of the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, introduced in the House in May 
last, a bill “to reorganize and increase 
the efficiency of the personnel of the 
navy and marine corps of the United 
States.”” The bill was committed to 
the Committee of the Whole House on 
the State of the Union, and ordered 
printed. It will doubtless be brought 
up early in the coming session of Con- 
gress, and will probably be acted upon 
before the close of the session. It 
contains numerous features which will 
certainly, if the measure becomes a 
law, increase the efficiency of the navy, 
and will at the same time remedy some 
of the defects which exist in the laws 
governing the conduct of that depart- 
ment of the government. 


Bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress from time to time during the 
past ten or fifteen years, with a view 
to remedying some of the more glaring 
defects of the present organization. 
But these efforts have failed to ac- 
complish the desired results. Within 
the past year, a board of naval officers 
prepared a comprehensive plan, which 
commended itself to friends of the navy 
and to students of the conditions es- 
sential to its highest efficiency, and 
the. measure introduced by Represen- 
tative Foss embodies most of the fea- 
tures recommended by the naval board. 

In the past, there has been more wr 
less friction between ‘the line and the 
staff of the navy. The plan of reor- 
ganization comprehended in Repre- 
sentative Foss’s bill will do away with 
this friction entirely, as it provides for 
transferring the officers constituting 
the engineer corps of the navy to the 
line, giving them commissions corre- 
sponding to their standing. 

The pending bill is in no sense a 
party measure. It has the cordial sup- 
port of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, and Democrats approve it as 
heartily as Republicans. Its object is 
patriotic,,not partisan. It is designed 
to benefit the entire country, by plac- 
ing the navy on a better and broader 
footing. A measure of this kind

patriotic American, without regard to 
political affiliations, 

The war with Spain has emphasized 
the importance of the navy, and the 
absolute necessity that it shall be 
maintained at a high degree of oeffi- 
ciency. The new obligations which 
the war has imposed upon us will im- 
peratively demand that our navy shall 
be kept up to a higher standard of 
efficiency and strength than it has had 
in the past. The bill above referred 
to is directly in line with this new de- 
parture, and there is but little doubt 
that its main features will command 
the support of a majority in both 
branches of Congress. 


We are pleased to observe that Ger- 
many’s Opinion of us is rapidly under- 
going a change, due principally to the 
eagle eyes of the gunners of our fleets 
and the intrepidity of our men of the 
army. A good fighter is always cer- 
tain to secure the respect of his neigh- 
bors, even if he fails in corralling their 
affection. Americans have established 
themselves as fit to fight, to fight and 
still more fit to rule. It is well that the 
Germans discovered this before Ad- 
miral Dedrich moved his ships between 
Dewey’s guns and the enemy’s works.

WATERS WINNING VOTES. 


HIS AGGRESSIVE CAMPAIGN IN THE 
NORTHERN COUNTIES. 


Rapidly Gaining Strength in That 
Part of the District Which Has 
Been Barlow's Stronghold—Dates 
and Piaces of Meetings. 


R. J. Waters, naminee of the Repub- 
lican party for Congress to represent 
the Sixth District, has carried the war 
into the enemy’s country, so to speak, 
as he is now engaged in campaigning 
in the three counties which gave J.

F. Lacey of Salinas: Kings City, 
September 30; Salinas, October 1, and 
Monterey, Octgber 3. The campaign in 
the enemy’s country will close with 
two meetings in Santa Cruz county, 
held under the personal supervision of 
David F. Maher of Watsonville. He 
will speak at Watsonville. October 4, 
and at Slanta Cruz, October 5. Charles 
A. Barlow has been making a still hunt 
in the counties named, and is following 
closely the tactics which he pursued-in 
1896, when he made a handshaking tour 
of the upper end of the district. This 
course will avail him little this year, as 
his constituents are fully alive to the 
fact, that he is only their representative 
in name, his every act while in Con- 
gress having been regulated by his per- 
sonal manager, E. M. Wardell, who is 
wholly responsible for securing for him 
the fusion endorsement at Sacramento.

BARNES A MOBOCRAT 


ACCUSED OF MAKING INFLAM- 
MATORY SPEECHES. 


Maguire Claime He Protected Lives 
‘and Property from Riotous Dem- 
onstrations Led by Barnes. 


FUSIONISTS HOLD A RALLY. 


FOUR ADDRESSES DELIVERED IN A 
SINGLE DAY. 


Pomona, Ontario and Aliso Street 
Visited — The Most Picturesque 
Character in Southern Cali-_. 
fornia Registers a Kick. 


James G. Maguire has paid his sec- 
ond campaign visit to Los Angeles 
and left a trail of fire behind him. He 
last night boldly accused Gen. W. H. 
L. Barnes, the Republican orator, of 
having led riotous demonstrations in 
San Francisco, which Maguire, as a 
militia officer, was called on to re- 
press for the protection of lives and 
property; he asserted that he himself 
was never a sandlotter nor a friend of 
the railroads, but absolutely pure, and 
declared that Henry T. Gage had been 
misintormed by his friends and led into 
making statements without being cer- 
tain of his facts, and that if Gage 
auoted him as having called his oppo- 
nent for the Governorship a fool, that 
it all arose because Maguire ‘“‘de- 
scribed a situation and somebody must 
have drawn improper deductions,” 

The preparations for re- 
ception were made hastily, and with 
little skill, and as a result, the first 
events of his stay were chilly, but the 
meeting at Hazard’s Pavilion, where 
the Democratic candidate for Governor 
stood up a succession of straw men 
and boldly tumbled them over, was 
large and enthusiastic. 

In company with Frederick Baker 
and El Hutch, Maguire spent yesterday 
stalking votes at Ontario and Po- 
mona. The three went to Pomona in 
the morning, and in company with a 


number of Pomona politicians, drove in |. 


a tally-ho to Ontario. They drew up 
their equippage under a pepper tree, 
O. M. Schwatka “called the meeting to 
order,” and Maguire and his team- 
mater stood up on the appropriately 
unsteady platform of a tally-ho seat 
and addressed the assembled multi- 
tude. The meeting adjourned to Po- 
mona. The operahouse was the Po- 
mona rendezvous, Chairman Balfour 
introduced the two nominees, and eac 
spoke at considerable length. , 

At 7 o’clock last evening Maguire 
was driven down Aliso street, close 
to Alameda, and the band was directed 
to play to attract a crowd. When 
about a hundred people had assembled. 
Maguire arose and delivered a brief 
address. The open-air meeting was 
supposed to be under the auspices of 
the Eighth Ward Democratic Club. 
The gathering’s small size was a with- 
ering chill to El Hutch’s trusting con- 
fidence in his personal popularity in 
that quarter of the city. ' 
The meeting over, Maguire. was 
driven back to the Nadeau, preasied 
bv the band, and followed by a col- 
umn of forty-two marching men. After 
a brief pause at the hotel the proces- 
sion proceeded to Hazard’s: Pavilion. 
There were 286 men in line, prominent 
among them being the Hickory Club 
and a colored marching club, bearirge 
the banner, “Lincoln Republicans; not 
Hanna Republicans.” 

AT THE PAVILION. 

At the Pavilion Maguire delivered the 
only set speech of the evening. His 
voice showed the wear and tear o?2 herd 
campaigning. His address lacked the 
careful preparation apparent in the 
speech with which he opened the fu- 
sion campaign in Los Angeles several 
months ago, and was evidently largely 
extemporaneous. Toward the end 
there were several clever pieces of 
sarcasm, which caught the crowd, and 
left them in good humor. 

The speech began with a retrospect 
of Maguire’s own career, and the dee- 


laration that experience of the life of 


the working people had been of great 
value to the development of his idea. 
He discussed the speech delivered in 
San Francisco by M. M. Esete last Sat- 
urday evening, and then passed to a 
dissection of the addresses delivered 
during the campaign by Gen. W. H. L. 
Barnes. The Republican. leaders were 
accused of avoiding the issues of the 
campaign. The war was declared no 
issue whatever. Evidently smarting 
under the accusation that he had not 
been consistent in his stand in regard 
to the setttlement of the debts of the 
Southern Pacific, Maguire argued at 
considerable length in an effort to dis- 
prove the charge. He vehemently de- 
nied that he was ever a “sandlotter,” 
and proclaimed his allegiance to law 
and order. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Frederick Baker, who rapped 
for silence upon an anvil typical of 
Maguire's early pursuits. J. L. Mur- 
phey, fusion nominee for District At- 
torney, introduced the guest of honor, 
and declared that Maguire was incon- 
testably: the only proper person to be 
chosen Governor. 

Maguire spoke, in part, as follows: 

-MAGUIRE’S ADDRESS. 


“Until a week ago last Saturday, I 
had understood that the keynote of the 
Republican campaign had been given 
forth by my distinguished opponent in 
this hall ten days before. We were 
answering it as best we could, when 
advised that a new keynote was to be 
sounded. -The old keynote didn’t suit. 
And by whom was it to be sounded? 
By Gen. W. H. L. Barnes. Gen. Barnes 
is a great, an able, distinguished 
lawyer.’ I have no é¢riticism on his 
choice to lead the Republican cam- 
paign, if it was determined before he 
began that it was to be led by an at- 
torney of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. He is by far the ablest and 
most eloquent of all the regular attor 
nevs of that company. 

“The first keynote of the Republican 
campaign ‘was very like a sharp; 
the new one was like a B-flat. 

“Gen. Barnes in his second keynote 
poohpooths the railroad question as an 
issue in this campaign. How could he 
lead the campaign if he didn’t get the 
railroad question out of the way? Only 
a few weeks ago the Post, a San Fran- 
cieco newspaper owned by the Southern 
Pacific, and edited by Southern Pacific 


agents, declared that because of planks: 


in the Democratic platform the rail- 
road must remain in politics for the 
rest of the present campaign. It is too 
bad that it cannot follow its earnest 
desire and get out of politics! 

“Gen. Barnes’s plea for the Repub- 
lican party fills twelve columns of the 
San Francisco Call. I read the first 
six columne without discovering any- 
thing that touched on the issues of the 
campaign. The purpose was appar- 
ently to try to avoid the fesues of the 
campaign. Those columns were a beau- 
tiful rhetorical and oratarical;essay on

The Amer- 
ican people are more ready to rebuke 
than to accept any attempt to use the 
memories of the war for party purposes.

Judge Maguire proceeded to de- 
clare at great length that he would not 


‘for the world mention the fact that 


there have been charges of misadmin- 
istration against the War Department. 
He said again and again that it would 
an act of baseness to mention the 
fact that the administration which con- 
ducted the war was Republican. He 
volubly and with repetition and insist. 
ence impressed it upon the audience 
that it was miles and miles away from 
his purpose to breathe a hint that any 
Republican had anything whatever of 
responsibility for bad conditions in the 
camps. His protestations of his deter- 
mination to maintain complete and ab- 
solute silence on these topics were too 
lengthy fof full reproduction, but were 
in part as follows: 
“More soldiers died of neglect and 
disease than on all the battlefields, in- 
cluding the men who went down with 


the Maine. Someone was responsible. 


As we have made no partisan claims, 
the Republicans ought to be willing to 
refrain from claiming credit for the 
successes of the war. I do not know 
who is to blame. I will not attempt 
to pass judgment. But I do know that 
a Congress of all the parties without 
distinction made ample appropriations 
and placed them under the control of 
a Republican administration. A recent 
cartoon in Judge, the leading Repub- 
lican comic paper, represents the men 
in the War Department shifting respon. 
sibility lower and lower until it is at 
last disclaimed by the Army Mule. If 
the Republicans claim credit for the 
glories of the war they must accept 


the responsibility for the things which. 


are a national sorrow. If all the re- 
esponsibility were to rest upon their 
shoulders they ought to expect only re- 
pudiation and defeat.” 

Maguire discussed the charge that 
he had not raised his voice in protest 


when he might have prevented the pas- © 


sage of a bill favoring the railroads. 
He advanced the defense that the legis- 
lation referred to was a part of the 
General Deficiency Bill, which appro- 
priated $220,000,000 for war expenses 
and that it would have been impossible 


|. for him to have hindered action on it 


more than twenty minutes, and beside 
that the passage of the particular sec- 
tion referred to was for the best in- 
terests of the people. Maguire declared 
that his opponent’s friends must have 
misinformed him and that they had 
placed Mr. Gage in a most unfortunate 
position. 

“No man,” he said, “occupying his 
position should make such charges un- 
less certaim of his facts. Somebody 
deceived my distinguished opponent 
and scrneone should, have told him it 
was & mistake. It was unkind of my 
friends Governor Markham and Con- 
gressman McLaughlin to sit behind 
him and not tell him of his mistake. 

“My distinguished opponent said that 
I had called him @ fool. That is an 
etmrtire mistake. He was absolutely 
misinformed. 
epithet. I merely described a situa- 
tion and somebody must have drawn 
improper deductions. I used no such 
epithet.” 


BARNES A MOBLEADER. 
Maguire described his own record in 
San Francisco politics and defended 
himself from the charge of having 
been a “sandlotter,” ond accused Gen. 
re of having incited mobs to vio- 
ence. 
“I was a commissioned officer,” te 
said, “in the snilitia as a lieutenant in 
the infamtry and I was repeatedly on 


duty for the maintenance of law, and 
order and the protection of property,. 
aad I never failed to perform my duty, — 


I was an officer and acting as such for 
upholding of law and order amd the 
preservation of lives against riotous 
demonstrations led by Gen. Barnes. 
There was very nearly a riotous raid, 
on the offices of the Call and Bulletin 
in San Framcisco in September, 1875, 
when the throng was lashed to fury 
by the denunciations of Gen. Barnes 
and others, reckless of the consequences 
of their inflammatory speeches. I 
have never made a speech on the sand- 
lot, and I have never made an infilam- 
eatory speech on the sandlot or any- 
where else. I have stood for law and 
order om and off the bench.” 

A handsome bunch of flowers was 
presented to Judge Maguire on be- 
half of feminine fusionists, the recip- 
ient responding neatly by inviting all 
the ladies to attend his inaugural ball.

AT CAMP DEWEY. | 


A SOLDIER’S GRAPHIC STORY OF 
LIFE IN MANILA, 


Typhoid Fever is Threatened by the 
Unsanitary Conditions — Philip- 
pine Shiftlessness—Turbulent In- 
surgents and the Trouble They 
Cause—Homesick Soldiers. 


Amercian soldier boye are showing 
that they can write as well as fight, as 
many a friend at home can testify. 


‘Some of the descriptions given by the 


boys of their sufferings and achieve- 


‘ments are wonderfully graphic in their 


simple directnese of style. This letter 
to his mother from Ed Smale, Battery 
K, Third United States Artillery, con- 
tains an excellent picture of camp life 


at Manila: 
“CAMP DEWEY, 
“August 17, 1898. 
“Dear mother: Will write to you, as 
we have got in a place at last where I 


‘can write. 


“We have been having a hard time 
of it; the weather has been bad, and 
the rations have been cut down on 
account of our being in a place wheré 
we could not get any in for the men. 
To show you what we had to live on 
for a while, I will tell you what we 
had out in the entrenchments in front 
of the Svyanish walls. We were out 
there seventy-four hours, and eight of 
us had two pounds of hardtack and a 
canteen of coffee apiece; the canteens 
During that time we 


the rain. We were up to our knees in 
water all the time, and sometimes up to 
our hips. After we got back to camp 
we were cut down to half rations. 

Sometimes westayed in camp twenty- 
four hours, and sometimes forty-eight 
hours, but never longer than that, be- 
fore we had to take our places in the 
trenches again. We have done that 
kind of thing for the last three weeks. 
Often we are called out at night, and 
the most of the time had to sleep on 
our arms; that means to have your 
clothes and belt on with your gun by 
your side, so that when you are called 
you can jump and be off on double- 
quick time. The camp is about three 
miles from the trenches. We were 
called out three times while the Span- 
ish were firing on our boys in the 
trenches, and rushed up there through 
a shower of bullets, and when we got 
there, could not fire on the Spanish. 

The Spaniards are great fichters. 
They will only fight on a dark night. 
During the daytime they have sharp- 
shooters out, who get up in some tree, 
and when they see one of our boys, 
take a shot at him. They are not very 
good shots, however. The battle we had 
July. 31 began Saturday night about a 
quarter to 12 o’clock, and we had about 
three hours of the ‘hardest fighting I 
ever hope to see. 

I. was om guard at Gen. Greene’s 
headquarters when the ficht began, 
and it. went on about twenty minutes 
before the General got started to the 
fromt, for we were not expecting any 
trouble that night, and only the ordi- 
nary amount of mem were in the 
trenches. When they began to fire 
the heavy guns all the men avere or- 
dered out except two companies of the 
Nebraskas, then the fun began. 

I went up the beach with an extra 
horse for the Gemeral. It was under 
the fire freen the heavy guns and 
seemed a little different from a Fourth 
of July blowout, with real shells burst- 
ing around you, and the rifie bullete 
hitting the sand all about, and you cam 
bet I felt shaky for awhile. After I 
got used to the whistling of the bul- 
lets, I felt right at home, and did my 
of the shooting. 

The mext morning Ths Spanish were 
out under the Red Cross flag picking 
up their dead. 

They lay dead on the field after ome 
charge they made, within seventy-five 
yards of our trenches. The Spanish 
soldiers say they lost 420 men, that in- 
cludes those avho were killed outright 
and those who have died in the hospi- 
tal since. 

If we had beem ten minutes later im 
getting to the front that night our 
boys in the trenches would. have all 
been slaughtered, as they only had a 
few rounds of amenunition left, but 
when we began to pour volleys of lead 
into them they had to retreat, We lost 
from that battle 29 dead amd about 47 
in the hospital. The next night the 
boys went up prepared for them, and 
about 9 o'clock while it was raining, 
they begam. It only lasted half an hour, 
but we lost three men killed amd five 
wounded. The fimal attack was a walk 
around for our end of the line for we 
only fired two volleys at the Spanish. 
After an hour and ten minutes of fir- 
ing from the Astor and Utah batteries 
and Dewey’s fleet, the Spamiards left 
their breastworks. When we had 
gained their breastworks amd block- 
houses amd three of the forts on the 
beach the white flag went up, and 
we marched into the city. How the 
boys did cheer. The Astors lost three 
killed and sevén wounded; one 
wounded in our battery. 

The insurgents are making us trouble 
because we wont let them enter the 
city with their arms. They were told 
by their leader that they could plun- 
der the city after it surrendered. They 
are a very ignorant people, and 200 
years behind the times. They use 
wooden plows with one handle. They 
use the water buffaloes to do their 
work. They have little Chinese ponies, 
too, that are no better than a good- 
eized dog for work. 

We are in the old Spanish barracks 
now. which is a little better than the 
tents when it rains. but not much. 
The boys are all sick of this country, 

et 
out the better I will like it. . 

Manila is the corkiest old town you 
ever saw. The buildings are of stone 
and the streets are narrow and dirty. 
The people live in the upper stories of 
their houses, and keep their hogs, dogs, 
chickens and ponies on the lower floor. 
I was on guard at the slaughter-house 
last night, and they killed four water 
buffaloes, five horses, three or four 
dogs and lots of hogs. Everything 
was poor except the ss, and they 


were the fattest I have seen ete,’ So 
now, you know what they eat in this 
country. 

The water supply is shut off from 
the city, and things look bad for the 
future, as the sewerage has no outlet 
from the dwellings. Should it come hot 
weather, there would be lots of sick- 
ness. 

Send all the news when you write, as 
we never hear anything, penned up in 
‘this dirty old hole. They tel) us peace 
is declared. I'am sure I hope it is. 

AUGUST 26.—The water has. heen 
turned ou ip city again, and we can 
@et a bath every night after supper. 
The weather is getting hot, and the 
boys are getting typhoid fever, but 
they are mostly the ones who never 
bathe, and who use the native tobacco 
and gin. 

The Chinese and natives are al- 
ways having trouble. We havé to ar- 
rest a Squad of them almost every day. 
They will suspect a Chinaman of some 
trifling offense, and a lot of them will 
catch him, tie his hands behind him 
and lead him outside the city, and 
either give him a horrible beating or 
hang him. The other day, while I was 
on guard, I caught an insurgent major 
beating a Chinaman with a club, and 
.I had to shove my bayonet into him 
to make him stop. It seems the in- 
surgent major and one of his men 
tried to steal some matches from the 
Chinaman’s store, and because he 
stopped them, they started in to do 
him up. 

The insurgents are down on the 
American soldiers, because we will not 
let them in the city to plunder and 
murder the Spanish inhabitants. The 
other night they made a rush on one 
of our outposts, and we had to send 
a volley into them. Last Thursday 
we were sent through the insurgent 
lines to get three field guns, throwing 
4-inch shells, and a Hotchkiss gun, 
throwing shrapnel, left there by the 
Spaniards. We expected trouble in get- 
ting the insurgents to give them up, 
but had none. As we pulled down the 
road they fired three volleys after us, 
but as it went over our heads, we did 
not return the fire. 

The boys are all anxious to get out 
of this. One fellow came in from the 
hospital this morning and he says 
there are 600 cases of fever and 
dysentery and more coming all the 
time. The weather is getting hot, and 
the fellows get down with fever and 
their temperature gets as hich as 109, 
and they become delirious. They can't 
get proper care, and lots of them wil] 
probably die. A sick man is no good in 
the army. I hope to see home again. 
So. good-by for this time.

Another long and very interesti let- 
ter has been written home by tdeut. A. 
W. Bradbury of Brig.-Gen. Otis’s staff, 
but as it contains practically the came 
information that has been previously 
given in letters and dispatches from 

con t rief 
extract 

“There are one or two Hongkong and 
Australia steamers here, and several 
tramp and sailboats. The foreign war 
vessels are all fine boats, but either 
the Monterey or Monadnock could clean 
out the whole bunch of them in four 
hours. During the battle which re- 
sulted in the capture of Manila, Dewey 
lined his ships near the shore, sent a 
note to the Spaniards saying that if 
their forts fired a shot he would set 
the whole town on fire—and they never 
fired a shot. He also told the Ger- 
mans to pull out to the middle of the 
bay and do it at once, and they did. 

“The English commodore, who is a 
great friend of Dewey’s lined his ves- 
sels up between the American and 
German fleets, called his men to quar- 
ters and watched the Germans. As soon 
as our flag went up on the palace he 
gave a salute of twenty-one runs. 

“Previous to. the capture the Ger- 
man admiral took the captain-general 
out of Manila, and sent him to Hong- 
kong on his way home, This made 
Dewey mad, and as soon as the Mon- 
terey and Monadnock arrived he called 
on the German admiral, saying: ‘If you 
want a fight with the United States 
fleet here you can have it instantly, 
and you are on the short road to it 
now.” Some little time before this the 
German admiral called on the English 
commodore and asked what they 
should do in case the Americans shelled 
Manila. The Englishman replied that 
there were but two men who knew 
what would be done, he and Dewey, 
and they wouldn't tell. All the above 
are facts, for I got them from an un- 
questionable source.” 


JULIUS AND HIS DEBTS. 


Candy-maker Tried for Attempt to 
Defraud Creditors. 


The trial of Peter M. Julius on the 
charge of attempting to defraud credi- 
tors took up the greater part of the 
day in Justice Morrison’s court yester- 
day. After exhausting several venires, 

a jury of eleven men was accepted. 

Julius formerly kept a candy store 
on North Spring street, but went into 
insolvency last January. During the 
preceding month he bought sugar to 
the amount of $187 from M. A. New- 
mark & Co. Owing to the insolvency 
proceedings, Newmark & Co. were un- 
able to collect from him. The charge 
for attempting to defraud grew out of 
this trouble. 

Julius appeared to do a good busi- 
ness, and evidence was submitted yes- 
terday to show what he did with his 
money. He was very liberal with it, 
as various admissions on his part 
showed. One item confessed to was 
that he sent $200 to his father in 
Greece to help the old man to outfit 
his daughter for her wedding, but at 
last accounts the wedding had not yet 
taken place. He gave his wife $150 to 
replenish her wardrobe. He applied 
several hundred dollars to the pay- 
ment of debts, and he also confessed 
to frittering some cash away by gam- 
bling in Chinatown. He spent perhaps 
as much as $30 in one month in this 
manner. 

The 
afternoon, and an evening session was 
orcered. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty as charged. Sentence 
will be pronounced next Friday.

THE SALT LAKE ROAD. 


EXTENSIONS BEING MADE FROM 
MILFORD TO PIOCHE. 


Oregon Short Line not Directly En- 
gaged in the Work, but Helping 
it Along—Interview With Super- 
intendent Young. 


J. H. Young, superintendent of the 
Oregon Short Line, is in the city from 
Salt Lake. He came in yesterday 
morning from San Diego in his special 
car. 

Mr. Young said, in answer to ques- 
tions: “I know about the extension of 
our road from Milford. But our road 
is not doing the work, nor is our com- 
pany connected with the Utah and Pa- 
cific Company, which is doing it. For 
some time past a lot of enterprising 
Salt Lake men have had this enterprise 
in view. The great thing was to get 
some person who could finance the 
scheme. This they have discovered in 
the person of Mr. McCune, an old Salt 
Lake man, who is also interested in 
Montana and Oregon. He owns a large 
share of the street-railroad system of 
Salt Lake, which is quite ex- 
tensive, and he has a silver-lead 
mine of marvelous richness in Mon- 
tana. He and others operate mills in 
Oregon, and furnish us and other coads 
with ties. 

“He became interested in the exten- 
sion of the railroad from Milford to 
Pioche. There are 125 miles of grade 
done, and it is in good condition. Very 
little work is necessary to make it 
ready for the rails. I should say it 
is worth $5,000,000. This is given to 
the men who are building the road. 
Mr. McCune furnishes the ties. We are 
taking up in all about 400 miles of 
track, consisting of fifty-two-pound 
steel in excellent condition, and we are 
relaying our track with seventy-two- 
pound steel, because we run very 
heavy trains over steep grades at high 
speed. The extension will be laid with 
the rails we are taking up. 

“On our line south of Salt Lake there 
are tangents of thirty-five or forty-five 
miles. Practically in the whole distance, 
over 200 miles, thereare only two curves. 
It is the easiest country imaginable 
on which to lay track. 

“Mr. McCune can build the whole 
eighty miles contracted for and pay the 
whole cost out of his own pockets. 
Now you see with eighty miles of good 
road, with rolling stock, which we will 
furnish, and all free cf incumbrance, it 
is easy enough to finance the rest of 
the road. 

“People will be giad to buy bonds on 
such security, and the rest of the road 
can be bullt. It will be a very valuable 
bit of property. We have direct con- 
nection with Oregon, Montana end on 
to Minneapolis and St. Paul, as well 
as to Denver, Omaha and Chicago. The 
route will be the shortest by a great 
many miles, and it will be free from 
heavy mountain grades, snow and other 
obstacles. 

“We are interested in the new road 
as an extension of our system and a 
valuable feeder, and we are giving it 
all the aid and encouragement in our 
But we are not directly in- 


- think the road will be built right 
on and reach Los Angeles.”

Interest in California Continues Un- 
abated at Omaha. 

Reports from Omaha state that last 
Wednesday was Iowa day, and crowds 
kept passing through the Los Angeles 
county exhibit from 7:30 a.m. to 10 
o’clock at night, and everybody wanted 
to know something about California. 
The guests filled thirty-five pages of 
the big register, showing the attend- 
ance of at least 19,000 people. Those in 
charge distributed 2000 copies of one 
piece of literature, and several thou- 
miscellaneous pamphlets, leaflets, 
etc. 

A fresh supply of apples had arrived 
from Downey that morning, which sur- 
passed any other exhibit of the same 
character in the building, and attracted 
universal attention. The other States 
had made special preparation, and had 
barrels of apples and baskets of 
peaches sent in, but Los Angeles 
county, with her small display of choice 
fruits, carried off the palm of the 
day.
